MEMORIAL DAY 


Israel Remembers 
the Martyrs

JERUSALEM 

Against the apposition of only two 
members of Agudas Israel, the 
Knesset on Tuesday gave a first 
reading to the Law of Memoria! Day 
of the Holocaust and Heroism. 

The Bill fixes Nisan 27 (which this 
vear falls on May 5S) as an annual 
memorial day for the millions of Jews 
murdered by the Nazis, Two minutes’ 
compicte sitence wall be observed. 

Agudas Israel objected to the Bill 
(proposed by Rabbi M. WNurock) 
because they claimed that it failed to 
express mourning or define how the 
~aigg should observe the Memorial 

a\ 

A number of other members also 
criticised the Bill, although they did 
not vote against it. One Mapam 
speaker wanted the name of the law to 
be “Day of Memorial for the Holo- 
ciust. Heroism. and  Uprisings.” 
Speaking for the Communists. Mrs. 
Esthe Vilenska said that she had pre- 
viously proposed that the law should 
include some reference for the 
responsibility of the Nazis for the 
holocaust. and she suggested that this 
omission was due to Israel's desire for 
friendship with West Germany. 

Submitting the Bill. Rabbi Nurock 
‘called that the first Knesset had in 
19S! fixed Nisan 27 as a memorial 
day, but apart from services in two or 
three places there had been no general 
Observance of the “ day.”

Members of the delegation have 
been greatly stimulated by their tour. 
during which they have seen the crave 
problems facing Isracl as the result 
of mass alivya. _The delegates now 
feel that a much greater effort will 
have to be made by British Jewry to 
help the absorption of the immi- 
grants. Mr. Morrison ts reported to 
have said that British Jewry's present 
efforts “do not measure up to Isracl’s 
needs.” 

The delegation have had a 40- 
minute “off the record” talk with 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. who answered ques- 
tions about a wide variety of pro- 
blems facing the State. They have 
also. discussed questions regarding 
financial aid to Israel through invest- 
ments, both among themselves and 
with Jewish Agency leaders. Other 
points under discussion were finan- 
cial aid in general and immigration 
from Britain and other Western 
countries.

Massachusetts, U.S.A. He 
was Visiting Professor at the Univer- 
sity for five months during the 
sabbatical leave granted to him by 
the Manchester Jewish community. 
An. effort to dissuade Dr. Altmann 
from leaving Anglo-Jewry was made 
by the Chief Rabbi. 

Rabbi Altmann has informed the 
leaders of the community that he 
intends to relinquish his position as 
Communal Rabbi at the end of 
August, by which time he will have 
served 21 years in that capacity.. He 
is to take up his duties at Brundeis 
University in September. 

In an interview with THe Jewisyu 
Cuyronicte, Dr. Altmann said that he 
was sorry to uproot himself from a 
community to which he had become 
so deeply attached. But he felt that 
the “call” to America was a chal- 
lenge he could not leave unanswered, 
and he was glad to be offered 
an opportunity for | single-minded 
devotion to research and teaching.

Relatives of some of the murdered victims wept and clapped their 
hands as the Warsaw District Court passed sentence of death on Erich 
Koch, former Nazi Gauleiter of East Prussia, for complicity in the 
extermination of 300,000 persons, including 230,000 Jews, in former 


German-occupied Poland. 


Koch, one of Hitler's closest 


associates in his crimes against 


humanity, was held in a standing position as sentence was passed. He 
was then allowed to slump back in his chair, with his head buried in a 


DR. HEUSS’S NEW | 
PLEDGE 
Fighting Antisemitism

A pledge that he would continue 
to fight for the eradication of anti- 
semitism in Germany was given by 
Dr. Heuss, the West German Presi- 
dent, when on Monday he received 
Mr. Zachariah Shuster, of — the 
American Jewish Committee. in Bonn. 

Dr. Heuss indicated that the main 
work of combating antisemitism 
should be concentrated on the younger 
generation rather than on the people 
already impregnated with the disease. 

The President promised that the 
West German Government would 
further this campaign, although he 
himself would probably retire shortly. 
Dr. Heuss said that he intended to 
communicate with the Ministers of 
Education in the various Laender to 
ensure that school text-books and 
other materials do not contain anti- 
senmutic matter.

Ihere was another dramatic 
moment when the court awarded 
one zloty damages (about 4d.) in a 
civil action brought against Koch by 
a Jewish complainant. Hersh Pinko, 
for the death of his 71-year-old grand- 
mother. who was murdered with a 
group of Polish Jews. 

Among the charecs against Koch 
was that he was responsible for the 
liquidation of about 150.000 Jews in 
Bialystok and the surrounding town- 
ships. as well as the murder of about 
80.000 Jews in Kiev. the caprial of 
the Ukraine, 34.000 of whom were 
killed in a two-day mass execution on 
September 29 and 30, 1941. All the 
victims were buried in a mass grave 
at Babi-Yar, outside Kuev. 

In its judgment the court rejected 
Kochs plea that as Gaulester and 
General Commissar for Eastern 
Furope and later as head of the civil 
affairs in the district of Bialystok, he 
had been a civil administrator with no 
powers over the S.S. and the police 
who committed the murders. The

There was only slight opposition 
when recommendations to that effect 
were put before the Council of the 
United Synagogue at Woburn House, 
fondon, on Monday. Proposed by 
the Executive Committee unani- 
mousty and moved by the President, 
the Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, QC., 
they were carried with only five dis- 
after the Council had been 
hoth the Chief Rabbi and 
the Hon. Officers of the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education 
had given their consent to the pro- 
posals hich they regarded as 
unavoidable 

fhe Council was also reassured by 
the President and by Mr. S. S. Levin,

The recommendations provided : 


upon application of the 
Roard of Management of a synagogue 
which at the date of this resolution 
has introduced a new schedule ot 
membership contributions consequent 
upon the building of new or substan- 
tially enlareed premises, the building 
of which commenced after the end 
of Governmental building restrictions 
(November, 1954), the Council, on 
the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee may, with effect from 
january 1. 1959, grant exemption 
from Religious Education Rate on the 
additional membership contnbutions 
attributable to the capital charges on 
the new or enlarged premises if the 
Council considers such a course to 
be necessary in order that the syna- 
cogue may be able to play its full 
part as a synagogue of the United 
Synagogue.” 

If such an application was made by 
a synagogue which had introduced a 
new schedule after the date of this 
resolution, the exemption might be 
granted, either from the date of the 
receipt of the application or from the 
date of the introduction of the new 
schedule. whichever should be the 
The same. would apply 
with regard to an application by a 
synagogue which had introduced a 
new schedule of membership contri- 
butions “designed to enable it to 
reduce its deficit, or to become or 
remain a viable synagogue and play

Synagogue.” 

Introducing the recommendations, 
Mr. Montagu said that in no circum- 


stances, not evem for the benefit of 
the United Synagogue, would they 
consider anything which would lessen 
the income of the London Board. and 
that nothing arising from the pro- 
posals would lower that income. 

The President recapitulated the 
main points which he had made in 
his speech to the Executive Commit- 
tee, when he asked for its endorse- 
ment of the recommendations. which 
(he then said) “are vital for the pre- 
servationyand progress of the United 
Synagogue and, with it, of the 
London Board itself.” 

The central argument was that the 
post-war dispersion of Metropolitan 
Jewry to other districts and the rise 
in the membership of existing con- 
gregations had necessitated the build- 
ing of new, or the enlargement of old. 
syMagogue premises and classrooms. 
at a time when both building costs 
and interest on borrowed money had 
enormously increased. The effect 
was that several large synagogues. 
such as Edeware or Wembley. instead 
of providing the main support for the 
poorer and declining synagogues, had 


themselves run into deficits. even 
though the seat rentals had been 
increased considerably The Presi- 


dent had told the Executive Commit 
tee that the “appalling situation” 
had been reached where out of an 
average membership contribution of 
£20 in some. synagogues. as much as 
{12 “was attributable to capital 
charges.” 

Mr. Montagu said: “The absurd 
situation has been reached that if a 
synagogue were to say we will not 
build classrooms and we will let our 
children be educated elsewhere. they 
would, under the present system. pay 
less in education rate than when they 
cheerfully accept the burden of pro- 
viding capital money for classrooms.” 

The President stated that the whole 
position had been discussed with the 
Hon. O'ficers of the London Board. 
who had “readily agreed” that the 
proposed recommendations were 
“logical and just.” Mr. Montagu 
was most emphatic, both in his speech 
to the Executive Committee and to 
the Council, that the United Syna 
gogue and the Board were “ indis 
solubly linked.” 

He reminded the Council that when 
the Religious Education Rate had 
been reduced from its original 334 
per cent to 25 per cent of the 
membership contributions in 1951. 
and the late Mr. Frank Samuel had 
forecast, that in spite of that reduc- 
tion, the contribution the 
United Synagogue to the London 
Board would increase within a year 
to £40,000 per annum, some people 
had regarded it as too optimistic. 
But the results showed that he had 
been rather pessimistic, for their con- 
tributions actually increased to over 
£60,000 in 1952; over £72,000 in 
1955: and over £75,000 in 1956

PRESIDENT PRESENTED 
WITH PORTRAIT 
Tribute to 25 Years’ 
Service 


and the recommendations 


When the meeting of the Council 
began, members had in front of them 
two Mr. Montagus. For on the wall 
behind the Presidential Chair there 
was a large framed portrait in oils of 
the man who occupied it. 

It was the painting by Joseph 
Oppenheimer, which had been com- 
missioned “as a token of esteem and 
gratitude for the services which Mr. 
Montagu rendered to the United 
Synagogue for the past quarter of a 
century.” 

Making the presentation of the 
portrait on behalf of the United Syna- 
gogue and the members of Mr. 
Montagu’s own congregation—the 
New West End Synagogue—Alderman 
Sir Bernard Waley-Cohen said that 
there were two conditions attached to 
the presentation: first, that Mr. 
Montagu would agree to continue 
without interruption in his arduous 
duties on their behalf for another 25 
vears; and, secondly, that he would 
afterwards return the portrait, so that 


it might be added to the other 
portraits in the President's Room 
upstairs. 

“ Apprenticeship ~ 


Mr. Montagu, Sir Bernard. recalled, 
had become an Hon. Officer of the 
United Synagogue in 1934, when he 
was elected Treasurer, having previ- 
ously served for two years on the 
Visitation Committee. After eight 
years of “apprenticeship” in_ that 
exacting office, he became a _ Vice- 
President until he succeeded Mr. 
Frank Samuel (who died in 1954) as 
President. 

Sir Bernard said that Mr. Montagu 
had piloted through several difficult 


and intricate schemes during his 
period in office, and had been 
involved in controversies. But | 


have never known him to end up 
except as a winner,” he added. The 
United Synagogue was fortunate to 
have as its leader so clear-sighted and 
single-minded a man, 

Sir Bernard also paid tribute to the 
great services which their President 
had rendered to the general 
community. 

Rising to an ovation from the

JAIN young writers come for- 
A ward with their views on 
Judaism and the Jews. “Cam- 
bridge Opinion,” a magazine pre- 
sumably intended for non-Jewish 
university reading, devotes its March 
issue to “one of the oddest groups 
of people in human history.” This 
time the experience is encouraging 
even in its iconoclasm, because the 
writers have obviously read up the 
subject and are identified with it. 
Generalisations are “fruitful and 
multiply,” one writer building his 
own on those of another. The 
writers in “ Cambridge Opinion ” may 
well represent the outlook of a large 
middie segment of Jewish youth, 
interested in Jewish life, not com- 
mitted mind and soul to any par- 
ticular manifestation of Judaism, but 
searching for an anchorage. This 
sometimes emerges quite artlessly. 
The Editor tells us that “the Jewish 
community carries around its ghetto. 
.. . What does it amount to? Little 
more today than the friendly atmo- 
sphere of clubbine together, which 
through generations ‘omg it in dif- 
i¢rent places, has made the Jewish 
home welcome Jewish strangers and 
has made the synagogue the mart fo: 
intimate gossip. The latter mani- 
festation is so marked that one may 
wonder whether more Jews go. to 
synagogue to worship or to chat. | 
think it is the chat which has become 
the vital function.” The description 
is more painful than anything con- 
tained im the series recently published 
in this paper. Prayer, the striving 
after the Infinite, the learning of 
generations, have left no mark in the 
impressions of this man. Inside and 
outside Israel, he continues, ~ the 
majority of Jews are giving up strict 
adherence to the traditional religion. 
After centuries of inflexibility, Ortho- 
doxy is challenged and the Liberal 
and Reform movements grow steadily 
stronger. If Judaism is to survive 
as a world-wide religion, it will be a 
liberalised Judaism: humanism, plus 
monotheism, plus a communal cul- 
ture based Gn the Bible.” 
[eon Brittan writes on “The 
Religion in the Modern World.” and 
he pufs a telling finger on some of 
the dilemmas of the 
wandering Jews. “ There is an almost 


spiritually. 


unbridgeable gap between the small 
group of extremely Orthodox Jews 
who believe that all the ritual require- 
ments are demanded by God and the 
large mass of Jews who respect and 
admire these traditions, but consider 
them as being only instrumental in 
importance and not ends in them- 
selves. 

Liberal Judaism does not find much 
favour. The Editor seems to identify 
it with intermarriage. Mr. Brittan 
says that it “puts reason above 
religion.

much else in this 
magazine For example, Schlomo 
Riemer. a young Israch economist, 
analyses with care the position of the 
State of Israel and offers some 
uncomfortable opinions the 
economic situation. Kelturning to 
the Anglo-Jewish scene. the world is 
not made up of the critical minds of 
university students, but the influences 
which are brought to bear on such 
minds when they are so critical will 
have a bie say in determining their 
future outlook. Are the currents of 
thought which find expression in 
“Cambridge Opinion” taken account 
of ‘by the relicious authorities in the 
community ? My impression is that 
when aware of them they prefer to 
brush them aside. A seminar 
inalysing these articles and 
the answers would do most rabhbinica 
students far svore good than the com- 
mentaries and super-commentaries on 
the conventional set books.

SCHOOL COUNCIL PROJECT 
Chief Rabbi’s Objections 


By a Correspondent 


The Jewish Secondary Schools 
Movement is to proceed with its plan 
to hold a meeting on Sunday to con- 
sider the formation of a “Council 
of Jewish Day Schools in Britain” 
against the advice of the Chief Rabbi. 


This decision has been taken fol- 
lowing correspondence between Dr. 
Brodie and Rabbi Dr, S. Schonfeld, 
Principal of the Schools Movement. 
It is understood that Dr. Schonfeld, 
at Sunday's meeting. will suggest that 
consultations be held with the Chief 
Rabbi afterwards. Jt was considered 
that the meeting could not be can- 
celled at this late stage. 

Of the 36 day schools to whom 
invitations were sent, 21, representing 
3,450 pupils, have agreed to take part, 
12 schools (2,230 pupils) ave 
expressed thejr interest and are still 
considering the invitation, and three 
schools—Hillel House School, Willes- 
den; the J.F.S. Secondary School, 
Camden Town: and the Rosh Pinah 
Primary School, Edgware—have 
declined.

The letter from the Chief Rabbi's 
office was sent by his Secretary, Mr. 
M. Wallach, in reply to Dr. Schon- 
feld’s letter asking Dr. Brodie to use 
his good offices to persuade those 
educational bodies not favouring the 


Council plan to change their attitude 
and attend the meeting, 

It stated that the Chief Rabbi had 
long felt the need for the co-opera- 
tion of all those interested in the 
establishment of Jewish day schools 
in Britain and recalled that he had 
convened a conference with that pur- 
pose in view some years ago. Dr. 
Brodie considered, however, that such 
a body should be of a purely con- 
sultative and advisory nature, and 
that it should not assume executive 
powers and issue directives based 
on closely defined ~ constitutional 
machinery, 

“There must be no interference 
with the government and indepen- 
dence of the several Jewish day 
schools,” the letter added. 

Referring to concerted representa- 
tions to the Ministry of Education 
and other Government Departments, 
the letter said that this had best be 
left as hitherto in the hands of the 
Chief Rabbi, “ who is associated with 
the various schools and has access to 
the Ministries, which, indeed, look to 
him for advice on all central ques- 
tions.” 

It concluded: “ The Chief Rabbi is 
ready and, indeed, anxious to convene 
a meeting of all those actively associ- 
ated with Jewish day school work to 
prepare the formation of a central 
consultative and advisory body. Since, 
he understands, a number of impor- 
tant schools will not be represented 
at the meeting which you have con- 
vened, it would be preferable if this 
did not take place and the matter 
awaited an invitation to a meeting 
which the Chief Rabbi would issue in 
the near future. 

“If, however, your meeting does 
take place. the Chief Rabbi suggests 
that it confines itself to a general dis- 
cussion and possibly to preparing the 
ground for the wider meeting to be 
called by him, but does not proceed 
to the establishment of a Council as 
envisaged by you.”

HENDON COUNCIL 
EXPLAINS 


Synagogue Refused on 
Planning Grounds 


Hendon Borough Council had never 
adopted an antisemitic attitude, and 
he hoped it never would, said the 
Vice-Chairman of the Buildings and 
Town Planning Committee in'a state- 
ment to the Council on Monday. 

He was referring to reports of last 
week’s hearing of the appeal made by 
the Federation of Synagogues against 
the Council's refusal to allow.a new 
Federation synagogue to be erected in 
Prothero Gardens, N.W.4. 


Tolerant Attitude 


The Council, he stated, had always 
shown itself tolerant and reasonable 
towards all denominations, and it was 
regrettable that a local newspaper 
should have implied the contrary. 

It will be recalled that 22 residents 
of Prothero Gardens, including 12 
Jews, signed a petition against the 
building of the synagogue. 

The grounds on which permission 
was refused, the Buildings Committee 
has now made clear, were that a syna- 
gogue of the size proposed would be 
too large for the site. Access to 
adjoining land would be precluded, 
and the number of cars which might 
be parked by visitors to the synagogue 
would be detrimental to the con- 
venience of residents.

It is 
important, therefore, that holders of 
Letters of Credit take immediate steps 
to present their documents for pay- 
ment. This can be done by asking 
local banks at the place of the 
refugee’s residence to present the 
documents for payment.

“WHO IS A JEW?” 
The Debate Continues

Sharply contrasting views about 
“ Who is a Jew?” were expressed at 
an inter-college symposium held by 
the University of London Jewish 
Union Society at Hillel House, Lon- 
don, on Sunday, 


The speakers were Mr. J. Cohen 
and Mr. I. Abramov, both of Univer- 
sity College. Mr. M. Faigenblum 
presided, 

Mr. Abramov said that to define a 
Jew as being a member of a certain 
race was to give credence to a myth. 
Religion, too, could no longer be the 
main test for defining a Jew. The 
religious authorities, who insisted that 
a person who wanted to become a 
Jew must observe all religious laws, 
should modify their attitude. 

oe the religious point of view, 
Mr. Cohen declared that the Israeli 
Government’s directive regarding 
“Who is a Jew?” was contrary to 
the Torah. According to religious 
law a Jew was a person who was born 
of a Jewish mother or who had 
adopted Judaism. The Israeli Govern- 
ment, he added, had 4 right to lay 
down the law with regard to Israeli 
citizenship but had no right to inter- 
fere in religious matters. 

During the debate the majority of 
the speakers appeared to support the 
religious point of view.

JEWRY’S “ DOUBLE STANDARD” 


A.J.A. President on Intolerance Within

A plea for religious tolerance within 
the community was made by Mr. 
Robert N. Carvalho, President of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, on Sunday. 


He was speaking at the New West 
End Synagogue Communal Centre (St. 
Petersburgh Place, W.2) in the series 
“Changes I would like to see in the 
community.” Rabbi Dr. Louis Jacobs 
presided. 

The Anglo-Jewish community, said 
Mr. Carvalho, had been in the fore- 
front of the struggle for tolerance 
between the peoples and religions of 
the world, but when it came to 
tolerance between the various shades 
of religious opinion within. their own 
community there. seemed to be a 
“double standard.” It disturbed him 
that those who were Orthodox, in 
order to maintain theological rigidity, 
could not recognise as Jews persons 
who did not hold the same beliefs, 
principles, and practices as themselves. 
It also disturbed him to hear the terms 
of ridicule which some members of 
the other.side used in reference to 
Orthodox elements. There must be 
complete respect on both sides and 
an understanding that beliefs could be 
both genuine and sincere. 

The extremists on the right and 
the left. said Mr. Carvalho, were 
“rocking the boat” of communal 
unity. There was a tremendous 


amount of energy being dissipated on 
the problem,.which could not possibly 
lead to happy results. It was regret- 
table that at present there were no 
Signs that the community was able to 
present a united front to those out- 
side it. | 

Mr. Carvalho made it clear that 
he did not want to see any form of 
Standardisation in regard to religious 
observance. The differences in the 
conduct of services in the synagogues 
of all shades made a “ vivid tapestry ” 
of experience which was a healthy 
and vital function of communal life. 

Another change Mr. Carvalho 
wanted to see was some kind of 
rationalisation of the various charit- 
able institutions in the community. 
There were all sorts of organisations, 
which all did a good job, he said, 
but there was a lot of overlapping 
and competing one with another. The 
number of organisations should be 
greatly reduced to allow the funds 
available to be used to the fullest and 
best possible advantage. If it were 
suggested that this might put a lot of 
people out of jobs they could direct 
their . energies to a much-needed 
redirection of the vouth movements. 
The tendency in past years had been 
to make good Englishmen out of the 
Jewish bovs and girls. The youth 
organisations should now realise that 
the time had come to try to make 
good Jews out of the English boys 
and girls.

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BREAKING DOWN ISOLATION Petlicnene 
Reform Synagogue’s Aspiration

Rabbi Dr. L. Jacobs, minister of 
the New West End Synagogue, tec- 
tured at the West London Synagogue 
of British Jews, Upper Berkeley 
Street, last week. He had been invited 
to speak on the Pharisees in the 
second of the series of lectures on 
“ Movements in Judaism,” organised 
by the symagogee. Mr. Leonard G. 
Montefiore, Vice-President of both 
the synagogue and of the Association 
of Reform Synagogues of Great 
Britain, was in the chair. 


Important Occasion 


Proposing the vote of thanks, Mr. 
A. S. Diamond, Chairman of the 
synagogue, said that they regarded 
Rabbi Jacobs's visit and hes talk as 
an important occasion for their syna- 
gogue. For many of them had felt 
that they were too isolated from their 
brethren in the Anglo-Jewsh com 
munity, and had desired that that state 
of isolation from one another should 
not contunee. 

Mr. Diamond went on to say ihat 
there was in their synagogue a much 
greater desire for Jewish learning than 
many people realised. He stressed 
both the scholarly and broadminded 
approach of the lecturer to his subject. 


“Rabbi Jacobs had said,” Mr. 
Diamond concluded, “that he would 
be happy to come and lecture to us 
on a future occasion. | can assure 
him that our members would be very 
glad to welcome him again. 

In his address Dr. Jacobs dealt 
mainly with the principal ideas of the 
Pharisees, which had a _ 
influence on the further ideologica 
development of Judaism. 


Dynamic Principle 


Foremost among them was the 
doctriae of the Oral Law, which the 
Pharisees had eclevated to a great 
dynamic principle and which had 
enabled the word of God to be fruit- 
ful in each successive generation. 

Then there was their emphasis on 
the participation of all the people of 
Israel in the heritage of the Torah—a 
democratic idea which the 
concept of the teaching of the Torah 
as the exclusive preserve of a chosen 
few. 

Presenting the third great contribu- 
tion of the Pharisees, Dr. Jacobs said 
that they had evolved a unique biend- 
ing of the attitudes of the worldly 
Sadducees and the unworldly Essenes, 
contending that this life should not 
be neglected in favour of after-life, 
but not losing sight cither of the 
wider hope.

Extensive Celebration 
Programme

Final arrangements for the cen- 
tenary celebrations of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians were discussed at 
a meeting of the Board, held at 74a 
Charlotte Street, "V.1, last week.

It, was announced by Lady Kar- 
minski, Chairman of the committee 
organising the Guildhall banquet, 
which is to take place on March 17, 
that over 600 applications for tickets 
had been received. Among the guests 
would be representatives of national 
and communal organisations. The 
speakers would include the Chief 
Rabbi, the Minister of Health (Mr. 
Derek Walker-Smith), Lord Birkett, 
and Sir John Wolfenden. 

Announcing details of the special 
Thanksgiving Service on March 15,.at 
the Central Synagogue, Mr. Mortimer 
Silverman, Chairman of the organising 
committee, stated that 700 people had 
applied for tickets. While accommo- 
dation in the Jadies’ gallery was 
limited, a large number of tickets for 
men were still available. 


Historic Publication 


The centenary will be marked by 
the publication. on March 17, of a 
history of the Board written by Mr. 
Vivian Lipman, and by the achidon 
in the March 20 issue of Tue Jewtsu 
CuHronicte of a 32-page_ special 
supplement. 


Describing the active part plaved in 
the celebrations by the women mem- 
bers of the Board. Miss Miriam Moses 
announced that the Women’s Cen- 
tenary Appeal Committee. of which 
she is President, had raised £1.000. 
It was hoped that by its collaboration 
with Wizo in the 1959 Jewish 
Women’s Week a further £1.000 might 
be raised. 

The £500,000 Centenary Appeal 
proper, which was thrown open to the 
public about nine months ago. now 
stands at £317,000. This amount. said 
Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee. had been 
donated by about 1,300 individuals 
and institutions. 

A less festive note was struck by 
the Treasurer of the Board, Mr. 
Roland A. Franklin, who 
announced that the estimated deficit 
for 1959 would be £34,000. 


In an attempt to interest Anglo-

MOULDING MINDS OF YOUTH 
Jewish Day Schools’ Responsibility

The Jews’ Free School was 
described as the type of Jewish day 

| which “would not and had 
not produced a ghetto-minded Jew,” 
at a brains trust held by the Anglo- 
Jewish Association at Kingsbury 
Synagogue last week. The hosts were 
the Kingsbury Jewish Association. 

It was Mr. M. W. Domb, a member 
of the panel, who subscribed to this 
view Ihe question asked was 
whether Jewish day schools, followed 
perhaps by Jewish universities, would 
produce that type of Jew. 

Mr. Domb thought that inculcating 
2 little more Jewishness into some 
chidren could not do harm, 

Other members of the panel were 
Mr. David Kessler, Mrs. M. W., 
Domb, and Mr. Emil Grant. Mr. 
Gershon Ellenbogen presided. 

Mr. Kessler said that it depended 
on the sort of day school. Clearly, 
{it was not run on broadminded prin- 
ciples but on purely sectarian ones, 

Could p oduce ghetto-minded upils. 

Mrs. Domb felt there was definitely 
some danger of ghetto-mindedness 
being produced from day schools. 
Mr Grant said that in the present 
world any form of intolerance was 
owned upon. “Jf you bring up 
children with a marrow, restricted 
outlook you will have the intolerance 
we abhor. We must live on terms 
of parity with other people.” 

_ Will Israel ever be self-support- 
ing. Was inother question sched. 

Mr. Kessler said he had recently 
asked a similar question of a leading

st 


Israeli economist, whose reply was 
that he thought Israel would be able 
to support herself within the next 
Seven vVears. 

It was not easy to accept that view, 
but it seemed to be the official one 
“ We must realise.” he added, “ that 
everything is being done to build up 
Israel’s economy, so that she will 
become self-supporting. We some- 
times tend to overlook the invisible 
resources, such as the tourist trade. 
which, in particular, will play an 
important part in helping to balance 
Israel's economy.” One also tended 
to forget the ingenuity of the 
population. 

Mrs. Domb could not see Israel 
being self-supporting “in my _ life- 
time.” She stressed the drain on 
Israel's resources due to immigration 
and the lessening of financial 
resources from the Diaspora. 

Mr. Domb asked “Which country 
in this world is self-supporting ?” The 
economy of nearly every country was 
unstable these davs, he said. He 
thought that even if the economy of 
Israel became balanced at one period 
a sudden influx of immigrants would 
send the economy awry. 

Mr. Grant said that Jsrael could 
not balance her budget until she 
could see peace on her borders. 

It should not be thought, Mr. 
Kessler said, that because more people 
were going to Israel her economic 
situation would worsen. That was 
only a short-term view. The big 
problem at the moment was the high 
standard of living there. Israel would 
not be able to become self-supporting 
if she maintained that standard.

RADICAL CHANGE DEMANDED 


General Zionists’ Election Policy 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The General Zionists in Israel will 
be contesting the next Knesset elec- 
tions as a separate party—the talks 
with Cherut having failed to produce 
full agreement—and their main elec- 
toral plank will be a demand for 
radical changes in the economic and 
social structure of the country. 


Mr. Joseph Sapir, a Member of the 
Knesset, who is the Executive Chair- 
man of the General Zionists, in 
Stating this to me in an interview, 
added that there was no hope that the 
clectoral law would be changed for 
the next general elections (in Novem- 
ber). He hoped, however, that the 
new Knesset would contain a majority 
in favour of a modified version of the 
British single-member constituency 
system, replacing the present method 
of proportional representation and 
party lists. 


He was in London for a few days 
on his way back from the United 
States. Among his engagements was 
a meeting with Lord Hailsham. Lord 
President of the Council and Chair- 
man of the Conservative Party. 

Mr. Sapir said that the economy of 
Israel had now reached a stage when 
it could, if properly managed, absorb 


immigration more smoothly and less 
costly. His party would advocate the 
encouragement of those branches of 
agriculture and industry which were 
directed to imports rather than to the 
local market. and which relied more 
on the skill and inventiveness of the 
producer than on the standardisation 
of the product. 


Another question on which the 
General Zionists were concentrating 
the attention of the electorate. Mr. 
Sapir went on, was the necessity to 
break the control of political parties 
Over social services that should be 
rendered by the State. In Israel 
was the Socialisis who were against 
a comprehensive national health 
service, and the anti-Socialist who 
were advocating it. 


Mr. Sapir said that yet another 
sphere where party politics must be 
eluninated was the absorption of new 
immicrants, This should be managed 
by the Jewish Agency directly and not 
through political parties and their own 
agencies. He criticised the present 
arrangements in the field of absorp- 
tion, where the Jewish Agenc\ and the 
Government were duplicating each 
other's work The Agency. he said, 
should be left with the responsibility 
not only for the transport of new- 
comers but also for the initial stages 
of their settlement.

Beth Din’s New Venture

A marriage guidance service has 
been established by the Beth Din of 
Conservative Judaism. at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in New York. 
A clinic will be held there once a 
week to give psychiatric and religious 
advice to couples referred to it by 
rabbis. 


Rabbis of 700 congregations are 
being asked to use the new service and 
explain it in their sermons. The clinic 
will be available to members of all 
three branches of American Jewry. 

Announcing this plan, Rabbi Dr. 
Louis Finkelstein, Chancellor of the 
Seminary, said that this service would 
aim to “protect the divine element 
which exists in every true marriage, 


and through co-operation of skilled 
psychiatrists it will enable parties to 
marriage to find fulfilment within the 
contract they have made before God 
and man.” He added that the whole 
impact of Jewish tradition must be 
brought to bear upon marital 
problems . . . “ this sometimes comes 
to the point where the rabbi must say 
‘this is not permitted.’ ” 

Four years ago the Rabbinical 
Assembly of America (the Association 
of the Conservative Rabbis) revised 
the Ketuba — rabbinical marriage 
document—to require couples to con- 
sult the Beth Din before secking a 
civil divorce, Since then the Beth 
Din has given religious counsel in 
attempts to save marriages. The new 
service seeks to provide counselling 
facilities for couples before they get 
to the stage of seeking a divorce. 


ORT TRAINING FOR 
POLISH JEWS 


By a Special Correspondent 


Nearly 4,500 Jews have benefited 
from the Ort training centres in 
Poland since the organisation restarted 
its activities there in October, 1957. 
At present 2.400 Polish Jews are 
enrolled for professional training at 
the Ort schools in Warsaw, Lodz, 
Wroclaw, Lignica, and 16 other 
centres. 


Although the number of Jewish 
repatriates from the Soviet Union has 
declined, and no new arrivals are 
expected after the end of this month 
when the Polish-Russian. agreement 
on repatriation expires, Ort still has 
an important task to fulfil. 

Many of the Jews who have already 
returned, especially the younger 
ones, are without a proper trade. 
Ort has concentrated on preparing 
them for skilled and semi-skilled work 
in Polish State industries and trade. 
In addition to training locksmiths, 
leatherworkers, woodworkers, motor- 
car mechanics, and electricians, Ort 
centres are now also training labora- 
tory assistants and other similar 
occupations. 

Polish Governmental and municipal 
authorities are stated to be. co- 
operating fully with Ort.

A synagogue presenting a modern 
concept of the Temple of Jerusalem 
is to be built in one of the suburbs of 
Johannesburg. 


The synagogue, which will cost 
between £70,000 and £80,000, will be 
the new home of the North Eastern 
Hebrew Congregation. The original 
Temple of Solomon included a court- 
yard and it is intended to keep that 
concept. Worshippers will pass tall 
colonnades on the way to the half- 
covered courtyard leading to the main 
foyer. On one side of the foyer will 
be a memorial hall to the six million 
Jewish martyrs, and, on the other 
side, a memorial library. Along the 
front of the building will be facades 
of sculptured panels symbolising the 
Twelve Tribes of Israel.

Rabbi Dr. S. Rappaport, formerly the 
minister of the Birmingham Liberal 
Jewish Congregation.

GERMAN LAWYER GAOLED 


Persecutor of Greek Jews

ATHENS 

Maximilian Merten, the German 
lawyer who was responsible for the 
persecution of 56,000 Jews in war- 
time Salonika, stood on his feet, red 
with anger, as he heard General John 
Kokoretsas, President of the Athens 
Military Court, sentence him to 25 
years’ imprisonment and order the 
confiscation of all his property. 


The court had retained 13 of the 
original 20 charges against Merten, 
who was adviser to the German mili- 
lary commander in Salonika. He 
pleaded not guilty to all charges. — 
_ He was. sentenced to 18 years’ 
imprisonment for the execution of 
two Jews—Albert Beneviste and Nisim 
Kamhi. Both men were shot by the 
Germans in 1943, after trying to 
escape deportation. On Merten’s 
orders the execution was carried out 
“as an example” in front of 6,000 
terrorised Jews in a concentration 
camp in Salonika. 

The court also found Merten 
guilty of deporting 46,000 Jews to the 
death-camps of Poland, but not 
responsible for their deaths there as 
the mass execution was “ perpetrated 
Outside Merten’s jurisdiction.” 

Merten was found guilty of round; 


ing up 9,000 Greek Jews for forced 
labour in “inhuman conditions,” of 
receiving 5,000 gold sovereigns from 
the Salonika Jewish community unde: 
the false pretext of protecting them 
against the Nazi racial laws, and o! 
destroying the 500-year-old Jewish 
cemetery in Salonika. 

It is not known whether Merten 
will be kept in Greece until the end 
of his prison sentence. He has alread) 
been in gaol awaiting trial, for the !as!

CYPRUS JEWS FACE FUTURE WITH OPTIMISM 


HE small but prosperous 

Jewish community in 

Cyprus is looking for- 
ward to the creation of the 
Independent Cyprus Republic 
with confidence and optimism. 
But its optimism is based on 
the hope that the Republic will 
Stay within the British Common- 
wealth. 

Peace came to Cyprus sud- 
denly. It found the Jewish com- 
munity of about a hundred 
Settlers and families “ delighted 
and eager to play their part in 
the exciting task of creating the 


machinery ever seen in Cyprus 
was introduced by Jews in the 
early ‘thirties, They also began 
artificial teeth and button fac- 
tories, launched the citrus grow- 
ing and exporting industry, and 
pioneered bentonite mining and 
poultry farms. 

Many of these activities are 
at present in full swing, and 
Jewish community leaders say: 
“We have no anxieties. Our 
industries have in the past

Neo-Nazis Active in 
Austria

VIENNA 

A new neo-Nazi sign is beginning 
to appear in ever increasing numbers 
in Vienna and “its surrounding 
districts, as well as in other parts 
of the country. This is the ‘ Odal- 
rune” sign which looks like an X 
with an inverted V on top—and 
accompanying slogans reveal it to be 
a successor to the Nazi swastika. 


The “ Odalrune” has been smeared 
on walls, and printed on leaflets 
which have been widely distributed. 
Pastors in many lower Austrian 
communities have preached against 
this “ iniquitous sign ~ during Sunday 
services, 

One leaflet which came into the 
possession of your correspondent was 
issued by the Bund Heimattreuer 
Jugend (the organisation of loyal 
youth) and announced a meeting in 
Linz on the subject “ Towards a New 
Order.” 

This organisation, known by its 
initials H:J., has been condemned at 
the annual conference of Austrian 
Socialist Youth. In a resolution, they 
stated that the H.J. was smirching the 
streets of Vienna with its Nazi signs 
and slogans.

Warning on Jewry’s Future 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“It is certain that the Jews of 
South Africa will share whatever fate 
may ultimately befall the white com- 
munity to which they belong, and 
whose prejudices they share,” said 
Mrs. Helen Kehr, when she posed the 
question, “ Has South African Jewry 
a Future?” at a meeting of the 
General Zionist Organisation of Great 
Britain, held at the Dorice, 169a, 
Finchley Road, N.W., on Monday. 

Mrs. Kehr, now resident in this 
country, was at one time an official 
of the South African Board of 
Deputies and Vice-President of the 
South African Union of Jewish 
Women. 

Although the Jewish community. 
as a group, played no active part in 
the political life of South Africa, said 
Mrs. Kehr, the Jews were neverthe- 
less obliged, for the sake of expedi- 
ency, to “string along” with their 
white neighbours as far as matters of 
apartheid were concerned. 

Because the coloured South 
Africans, though downtrodden, were 
in the majority, the whites lived in 
the shadow of that “day of reckon- 
ing” which would assuredly come, 
went on the speaker. Many of the 
more educated coloured people. too. 
were bejng influenced by Arab propa- 
ganda to feel that the Jews—hbecause 
of Israel-Arab hostility—were their 
natural enemies. It was not surpris- 
ing then that many young South 
African Jews, unable to endure the 
tension in which they were living, 
were drifting away to Israel and the 
United Kingdom. 


PROF. ABRAHAMS PRAISES 
GOVERNMENT

“ There is no anti-Jewish feeling at 
all on the part of the present South 
African Government,” Professor Israel 
Abrahams, Chief Rabbi of the United 
Council of Hebrew Congregations of 


the Cape, told me in an interview. 

“We feel no bias whatsoever,” he 
said. “We think that the Govern- 
ment is favourably disposed towards 
the Jewish community, and it has 
often demonstrated its friendship in 
a practical manner.” 

he Government of Dr. Verwoerd’s. 

he added, was continuing the friendly 
policy towards Israel of its predeces- 
sors—the Malan and Strydom 
Governments. Afrikaners in all 
walks of life were most friendly dis- 
posed towards the Jewish State. 

Rabbi Abrahams’s area of spiritua! 
jurisdiction covers not only Cape 
Province but also South-West Afric. 
(two communities: at Windhoek and 
Keetmanshoop), and Salisbury, South 
Rhodesia, where the Sephardi, as we!! 
as the Ashkenazi community, comes 
under the Cape Beth Din. He has 
close contacts with the Haham, Rabb; 
Dr. S. Gaon. 


Isolated Communities 


One of South African Jewry's prob- 
lems, ‘Professor Abrahams said, was 
to cater for the spiritual requirements 
of isolated Jewish communities in the 
Plaiteland. To them pastoral tours 
were of the greatest importance, and 
instructions on Jewish education, 
kashrut, and the holding of services, 
even without a minyan, were being 
sent to them regularly from his office. 
The problem was largely solving itself 
with the drift of Jews to the larger 
towns. 

He described South African Jewry 
aS a sturdy community, strongly 
Zionist-minded. 

Rabbi Abrahams, who for the past 
20 years has been Professor of the 
Hebrew Department of Cape Town 
University, was due to leave for Israe] 
yesterday (Thursday).

Communists Incite Antisemitism 


Dr. Adenauer’s Accusation 


From a Correspondeni 
New. York 

Dr. Adenauer, the West German 
Chancellor, has asserted that recent 
anitisemitic incidents in West 
Germany were inspired by Communist 
agents. In a letter to the American 
Jewish Committee, he wrote: “It ts 
suspected that a deliberate campaign 
from the Communist side is involved 
in the situation, the purpose of which 
is to discredit the Federal Republic 
abroad.” 

The letter was sent in reply to a 
cable from the Committee expressing 
its concern at the resurgence of antti- 
semilism in Germany and asking the 
German government to devote special 
attention to the Arab agents’ “ under- 
ground railway” which smuggled 
Nazi war criminals and agitators out 
of Germany. The A.J.C. asserted that 
these agents were seeking to spread 
dissention and moral uncertainty in 
West Germany. 

Dr. Adenauer’s reply made no 
mention of the “underground rail- 
way” but asserted that the “ anti- 
semitic acts which so 
regrettably taken place in Germany in 
the course of the last weeks, in no 
wise represent the attitude of the 
German people as a whole . . . these 
single occurences are always rejected 
and condemned by the  over- 
whelming majority of the German 
people.” He assured the committee 
that the “ Federal Government will 
proceed with all severity and every 
means at its disposal against anti- 
semitic occurences in the Federal 
Republic.” 


Dr. Adenauer’s views were echoed 
by Dr. Berthold Martin, a member 
of the Bundestag, when he addressed 
a youth rally near Frankfurt on 
Sunday. He said that there was 
proof that some of the recent anti- 
semitic incidents in West Germany 
were “ guided by the East” to harm 
West Germany’s reputation —{Reuter)

In addition to him, 
writers present included Leonid 
Leonov, Alexis Surkov, Vseyvoloy

Yiddish writers who escaped Stalin's 
firing squad in 1952—and also Aaron 
Vergelis. one of the youngest Yiddish 
writers in Russia and the translator of 
some of Sholem Aleichem’s works 
Into Russian.

What consolation the three million 
Jews in Russia may derive from this 
official staging of a great Yiddish 
writer's centenary while the language 
in which he created his masterpieces 
is still banned in the Soviet Union, 
is difficult to say. But, according to 
all reports, the meetings and the con- 
certs arranged im connection with the 
centenary were everywhere attended 
by large numbers of Jews, and in 
some cases also by non-Jews. The 
concerts in Moscow, Leningrad, and 
Kiev, according to the Russian press, 
were all filled to capacity. The same 
is reported from other cities,. includ- 
ing Kishinev, the capital of what was 
formerly Bessarabia. 

At the same time, while all pro- 
minence is riven to the Sholem 
Aleichem centenary ffor tactical 
reasons. Moscow Radio continues to 
deny that Russia has any intention 
of allowing the emigration of Jews. 
It also quotes, often fully, the state- 
ments and protests voiced on this 
issue by newspapers in Arab 
countries. 

There has been considerable com- 
ment on the official Soviet denial 
about Jewish emigration from Russia, 
and particularly about the way in 
which this denial was phrased. In 
the official Soviet version it was stated 
that the Soviet authorities declared 
they have no desire to impair their 
friendly relations with the Arab 
countries by permitting Russian Jews 
to emigrate to Isracl. Russian Jews 
could not help but read into this the 
sad fact that they are being regarded 
as a pawn in Russia’s political play 
on the international scene. No other 
minority in Russia has ever been 
relerred to in this manner 


EGYPTIAN KILLED IN 
BORDER CLASH

One Egyptian was killed when an 
Israeli border patrol clashed with. a 
group of marauders in the sand dunes 
of Halutsa, near the Gaza Strip.

Tiberias’s Problem 


Commenting on the closing at the 
end of this month of the Church of 
Scotland Hospital at Tiberias, “ Life 
and Work,” the journal of the Church 
of Scotland, describes the closure as 
the result of a policy decision of the 
Israeli Siate which “ reflects not only 
the difficulty of the Christian Church 
there, but the dilemma in which the 
Jews find themselves, for the struggle

For the past nine years Tiberias 
Hospital has undertaken all the mid- 
wifery and gynecological work for the 
Northern Galilee area, and latterly 
the Israeli Department of Health have 
borne most of the cost of the hospital.

between the Church and the Israeli 
State with great anxiety,” says “Life 
and Work.” “To them it has 
appeared as if the Israeli State was 
subsidising a Christian mission.” 

Members of the staff of the hos- 
pital have been asked by the Israeli 
Department. of Health to carry on 
work at a new State hospital at 
Poriyah, ten miles from Tiberias.

A DIPLOMAT’S EXPULSION 


By AMOS 


Expulsion of foreign diplomats on 
charges of espionage is a handy 
gambit for Communist States. 
requiring no proof or even definition 
of spying. 

The charges against the Israeli 
diplomat, who has been expelled 
from Rumania, are particularly trans- 
arent: one can hardly believe that 
nel would carry on espionage, if 
for no other reason than that she can 
have no ossible interest in 
Rumania arrangements. As 
for Zionist propaganda and other 
activties, no propaganda is needed 
to make Rumania’s Jews keen to 
escape while the going is good. 
Indeed. as a Rumanian official 
admitted in an unguarded moment, 
Rumania’s Gentiles are jealous of the 
Jews’ right to leave the country. 

The Israeli Government can do 
little more than deny the charge: 
even the stock response of expelling 


a Rumanian diplomat is unlikely to 
be made, from fear that it might close 
the doors again. It is a further 
reminder that the admixture of Com- 
munist totalitarianism to the corrupt 
despotism which characterised 
Rumanian society, far from bringing 
relief to Jews, as we were promised 
by left-wing enthusiasts, invariably 
makes their position worse.

It took three years, the first Iraqi 
revolution, and considerable persist- 
ence on the part of the Northern Tier 
Powers to bring the U.S.A. to sign 
bilateral defence pacts with its mem- 
bers. And even the pacts themselves 
will be of limited value .unless the 
U.S.A. Government modifies certain 
aspects of its policy. 

Washington and London have all too 
often been less concerned to support 
their allies or potential allies, than to 
appease their enemies. This faint- 
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heartedness lost them Iraq and—for 
the time being at least--the Lebanon, 
and has led to a paradoxical situation 
where small, weak Powers on the 
periphery of the Soviet and Nasserist 
world are more militant in their 
opposition against Communist or pro- 
Communist encroachment than the 
great Power which enunciated the 
doctrine of containment. 

Inasmuch as the downfall of the 
Nuri es Said régime has brought about 
a strengthening of the defence pact 
of the Middle East's major non-Arab 
Powers it may prove to be a blessing 
in disguise. A_ serious defence 
arrangement, however, must eventu- 
ally re-examine its boycott of the 
Middle East Power with the most 
up-to-date and experienced armed 
forces, and complete safety from the 
danger of Communist coups, Israel. 
Or does Washington still hope some- 
it this late

Whatever the final fate of the 
Kassem régime, it will always be 
remembered for its People's Court, 
whose President, Colonel Fadil 
Mahdawi, has sunk to depths of 
buffoonery and irresponsibility un- 
equalled even by officer- 
politicians. 


The court has been in almost per- 
manent session since last August; it 
can pronounce any judgment it wishes, 
and is bound by no _ rules of 
procedure ; it has been trying mem- 
bers of the old régime and supporters 
of Colonel Aref alike. Its main 
interest, however, has lain not in its 
legal activities but in the frequent 
speeches by Colone! Mahdawi, which 
take up over half of the proceedings,

YOUTH ALIYAH 
Orthodox Inspectorate’s Task

Rabbi Moshe Munk, one of the 
five religious inspectors of Youth 
Aliyah in Israel, has concluded a 
three-month study tour of Belgium 
and Britain which he had undertaken 
on a scholarship provided by the

The aim of his tour was to study 
methods of educational inspection 
and the relations between inspector 
and teachers. In Britain he was 
greatly helped by the Ministry of 
Education, the Home Office, and the 
British Council. 

Before his return to Israel, Rabbi 
Munk told me that of nearly 15,000 
wards of Youth Aliyah, 4,000 were 
being given an Orthodox education in 
accordance with the wishes of their

SHOLEM ALEICHEM’S 
OWN READING 


Recording Played at 
Tel Aviv Gathering

The voice of Sholem Aleichem, 
recorded in 1916 and relating his own 
story “If 1 were a Rothschild,” was 
heard at a meeting held at the 
Habima Theatre in Tel Aviv to mark 
the official opening of the centenary 
celebrations in Israel of the birth of 
the great Yiddish writer.

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‘MANCHESTER’S 
LOSS 


THE acceptance by the Communal 
Rabbi of Manchester of an acade- 
mic position in the United States 
means a serious loss to English 
Judaism. Dr. Altmann is one of 
the few rabbis in this country to 


enjoy a_ reputation of inter- 
national dimensions. He has taken 
the lead in pursuing theological 


and philosophical studies within a 
Jewish framework ; he has had the 
courage to approach the relation- 
ship of modern literary and histori- 
cal criticism to Jewish belief: and 
he has strengthened Orthodox 
Judaism by showing that neither 
obscurantism nor violent diatribes 
against other forms of belief need 
accompany a whole-hearted com- 
mitment to its tenets. 

In these respects Dr. Altmann 
unfortunately has been swimming 
against the tide. He has not ‘suc- 
ceeded in changing the direction ol 
the current, and no doubt feel- 
ing of loneliness has been partis 
responsible for his decision to 
move from this country. To repine 
the opportunities which our own 
community has missed would serve 
no purpose. Dr. Altmann will be 
fortified by the respect and admira- 
tion in which he is held and the 
intention of those who have been 
inspired by him to carry on the 
labours to which he has dedicated 
his sojourn here. 


His .departure will set our co- 
religionysts in Manchester the dih- 
cult question of finding a worthy 
successor. Twenty-one vears ago 
their search for a.communal rabbi 
coincided with the: exodus of dis- 
tinguished scholars from Germany 
The vacancy reminds us once again 
that Anglo-Jewry cannot rely on 
ill winds blowing it good. It may 
be, however. that among the rabbis 
who have settled in the Common- 
wealth there mav be some whose 
experience qualifies them for con- 
sideration, and that there may now 
be some return traffic. 

Dr. Altmann’s decision to settle 
in the United States raises other 
difficulties, of more than local sig- 
nificance. The “Journal of Jewish 
Studies,” which he has edited with 
distinction, may encounter diiliculty 
in finding a worthy. successor. 
Very properly himselt 
concerned for the future of the 
Institute of Jewish Studies, of 


which he ts the Director. The 
Jews of Manchester are entitled 
to feel proud that, with — their 


generous support, a unique research 


institute has been established in 
their midst. Jews College per- 
forms the vital task of training 


ministers and teachers. The func- 
tion of. the Manchester Institute is 
to develop ideas, which ts comple- 
mentary and equally vital. Never- 
theless. it has not struck strong 
local roots. and without Dr. Allt- 
mann’s guiding hand it might easily 
wither away. It would be far 
better to transfer the Institute to 
Oxiord, as Dr. Altmann suggests 
The academic background would 
be conducive to its work and its 
presence in such a centre of learn- 
ing would encourage the national 
and international interest and sup- 
port which it deserves. It is to 
be hoped that far-sighted and 
generous members of the com- 
munity will enable this transition 


to be made so that the Institute 
may be a source of religious

UNSTABLE IRAQ 


BY al! accounts the revolt against 
General Kassem’s régime has been 
defeated, but its problems remain. 
The Kassem_ revolt’ only nine 
months ago produced great jubila- 
tion among sympathisers with Arab 
nationalism, and we were assured 
that with the overthrow of a tyran- 
nous, corrupt puppet régime by a 
grein of devoted reformers a new 
era of freedom, economic progress, 
improved living standards, peace, 
and Arab unity would be ushered 
in. The abrogation of the Baghdad 
Pact, we were further assured, 
paved the way for improved rela- 
tions between Britain and al] the 
Arab world. 


As usual the propagandists turned 
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out to be bad prophets. Kassem’s 
supporters set out to buttress their 
power, knowing that it is easier to 
seize power than to build it. They 
very soon came into conflict with 
Nasser and his supporters, since 
Nasser’s aim was hegemony over 
the entire Arab world. To fight 
back . against Nasserist infiltration 
Kassem began to lean on Com- 
munist and Soviet support. This 
led to a further worsening of 
Iraqi-Egyptian relations, compared 
even with Nuri Said’s days, and the 
latest revolt, as far as is known, 
was begun by officers who sympa- 
thised with Nasser. The reason for 
its failure, however, cannot be 
found jn Kassem’s Communist 
support, but in the fact that the 
bulk of the officer corps js still 
loyal to him. The masses have 
certainly gained nothing from the 
new régime, but in Arab politics 
this consideration counts for little. 

Meanwhile, the only lesson to 
be learned is that the Arab States 
are basically unstable because of 
Arab character and psychology no 
less than social and political struc- 
ture, and that it js a mistake to 
rely on any governments or move- 
ments there. The Western Powers 
are fortunate to have reliable 
friends in Turkey, Persia, Pakistan. 
and Israel. and Western policy 
would be better based on streng- 
thening these bastions than in 
chasing butterflies. 


CZECH JEWRY'S PERIL 
From Prague comes the grim 
news that 27 Czech Jews have been 
sent to forced labour camps and 
will be put to work jin uranium 
mines. Their only “crime” 
former membership of the Zionist 
movement and alleged contact with 
the Israeli Legation tn the Czecho- 
slovak capital. Yet, as previously 
reported jn these columns, they 
were all given harsh prison sen- 
tences without even the right of 
appeal. .In many spheres the Czech 
authorities have remained the most 
intransigent of the East European 
régimes. Alone among Moscow's 
satellites they have refused even 
to consider the possibility of allow- 
ing their Jewish minority, number- 
ing only 18,000, to emigrate. Many 
elderly Jews (and they can hardly 
be regarded as an asset to a Com- 


munist economy) wish to join 
their families in Israel, but the 
Prague régime has _ steadfastly 


turned its back on their appeals. 
Moreover, the Czech Government 
has for long regarded the State of 
Israel with hostility, and there 
appears to be little reason to 
assume that it will in the near 
future ease its rigid emigration 
restrictions, even on humanitarian 
grounds. Since the infamous 
slansky affair, all Jews have been 
removed from high State posts. 
They are not wanted, but. barred 
from emigrating. they are prisoners 
of the Communist régime 


SOUND ADVICE 

SUNDAY'S conference the 
formation of a “Council of Jewish 
Day Schools” is unlikely to be 
postponed, but it is to be hoped 
that the sponsors will take careful 
heed of the views expressed by the 
Chief Rabbi and Alderman Moss 
in this issue. Twenty-one schools 
have accepted Dr. Schonfeld’s invi- 
tation, but unfortunately the names 
of those declining suggests that the 
meeting may resemble a conterence 
on the future of Berlin attended by 
Russia and her satellites but from 
which the Western Powers have 
resolved to abstain. By and large 
the schools under Dr. Schonfeld’s 
control, or the control of “ friendly 
powers,” will be there, but the 
rest, without whose participation 
an agreement for co-ordination can 
have litthe meaning, will be absent. 
The zeal with which Dr. Schonfeld 
and his’ associates have laboured 
for Jewish day schools js admirable, 
and their initiative for  co- 
ordination commendable, but this 
is one of the occasions when 
zeal is best tempered with dis- 
cretion. For the danger which 
they face on Sunday js that in 
registering agreement between those 
who are already agreed they may 
use words or adopt resolutions 
which make more difficult the 
establishment of a truly representa- 
tive day schools council in the 
future. That is why the Chief 
Rabbi urges the conference not to 
set ap the Council forthwith. His 
advice is sound and should be 
accepted, 


JEWS’ COLLEGE STUDENTS 


Tue diamond jubilee of Jews 
College Union Society, to be cele- 
brated on Wednesday, occurs at a 
time when, with the College 
restored to a worthy habitation, it 
should be easier to foster corporate 
life among the students; and this 
should heighten self-respect and 
foster loyalty to the College in 
after life. Student opinion has 
already been asserting itself on 
such matters as the shatnez of the 
ministers’ gowns supplied by the 
United Synagogue and the covering 
of the head at College functions. 
Unwillingness on their part merely 
to conform is usually healthy, and 
it may, hopefully, lead to bigger 
things. The Union Society can lay 
the foundations for a greater sense 
of vocation in the ministry; a 
desire to reclaim for Judaism those 
who are lost to it, not merely to 
work in the comfortable environ- 
ment of those whose loyalty is 
secure: to reclaim the spiritual 
deserts of English-speaking Jewry. 
and not only to make for its 
spiritual oases. However, no 
one will cavil at te. participants 
in Wednesday's celebration if for 
the moment they lay aside. such 
cares. Grey-haired rabbis will 
recall their student days. the shep- 
herds may even frolic like lambs 
This the clergv should not be 
denied. even more often than once 
in sixty vears. 


UNCHRONICLED TIME 
AS its name implies, this paper 
has the duty of chronicling events 
in their due time end season. An 
essential part of that duty is the 
printing of calendrical information 
for the guidance of the community 
in the proper observance of Jewish 
religious life. Thus, regularly week 
by week, we give the times for the 
beginning and termination olf the 
Sabbath. For. the first occasion 
in our long existence, we regret- 
tably failed in our last week's issuc 
to print the usual particulars about 
the Sabbath’s conclusion. From 
the widespread notice that has been 
taken of our lapse, it is evident 
how much the community depends 
upon and appreciates this informa- 
tion. Some of our readers have 
inquired whether we were’ tem- 
porarily influenced by the spell of 
L. Peretzs moving poem in 
which he imagines the Jewish 
people praying for an eternal Sab- 
bath of joy and peace. However. 
it would really be untrue for us to 
plead such an excuse for our 
omission. It is to be feared that 
a number of our readers have 
qualified as members of a. stifl- 
necked people, through being com- 
pelled, last Saturday evening, to 
gaze at the heavens for the appear- 
ance of three stars. Yet this 
unchronicled time may _ perhaps 
have had a compensating advan- 
tage. The period of evening 
twilight that terminates the Sabbath 
is termed by the rabbis ben ha- 
shemashot, “between the suns.” 
i.e., between the setting of the 
sun and the rising of the moon 
or the appearance of the stars. The 
prolongation, for once. of that 
quiet and magical hour in_ the 
gloaming, poised between _ the 
Sabbath and the workaday world, 
should have produced more inspir- 
ing dreams and subsequent good 
deeds than ordinarily.

REPLIES TO TOYNBEE 
ON ZIONISM 


Sirn,—A looker-on sees most of the 
game, so will you allow a Gentile 
to look at Zionism? Professor 
Arnold Toynbee thinks that Israc! 
cannot’ survive without the support 
of the Diaspora, and especially of 
American Jewry. Probably he is right 
in these formative years, but what of 
afterwards ? 


Professor Hyman Levy thinks that 
the Diaspora cannot survive in a 
tolerant world. ht will be absorbed 
into the general population. But a 
recent correspondent in your columns 
has pointed out that toleration in 
nineteenth-century Germany led to a 
great strengthening, not an absorp- 
tion, of German Jewry. 

These two contrary effects are not 
incompatible or even surprising. It 
is natural that a suppressed but still 
virile people should flourish when 
suppression is removed. But that may 
be only relatively short-pcriod 
effect. Professor Levy was consider- 
ing a longer period effect. Nothing 
is better calculated to preserve in 
their purity a people in dispersion 
than persecution : provided, of course, 
that the persecution is not so severe 
as to exterminate them altogether. It 
is not likely that the Jewish people 
could have survived a lengthy and 
world-wide persecution on the Nazi 
scale. 

But a kindly tolerance is a greater 
threat. because it brings subtler 
temptations The Jewish minority 
mites with the Gentile majority on 
all planes of social life excent the 
religious one. Almost inevitably the 
minority becomes more and more 
absorbed into the maioritv. and the 
7ealots can scarcely help but fieht .a 
losing battle. In the long run. ! can 
hardly think other than that Professor 
Levy is right—apart from the sur- 
vival of Israel. Thus. to me as an 
onlooker. Zionism seems more neces- 
sarv than ever before in Jewish his- 
torv. It is the safeevard—and prob- 
ably the onlv adeauate safeauard-

Tangier, sleeping out in the 
streets and courtyards, with heads 
pillowed on bundles and suitcases. 

After having sold their homes 
they had set out to reach Israel 
by way of Gibraltar. But they got 
oo further than the southern shore 
of the Mediterranean, where they 
were unexpectedly stopped by the 
Morocean police and forbidden to 
leave the country. 

A little while earlier the Moroc- 
can Government had outlawed the 
Zionist-sponsored emigration of 
large groups of Jews, but had 
solemnly promised not to interfere 
with Jewish individuals or families 
who made their own arrangements 
for departure. 


Leaderless Refugees 


Now, the Jews who, two summers 
ago, were Streaming into Tangier, 
had taken to the roads of their own 
accord. Certainly if their exodus 
had in any way been organised 
they would not have brought along 
so many aged and infirm people 
guite unfit for the arduous journes 
Besides the cripples, the maimed, 
the blind, the mentally defective, 
there were several women in the 
last stages of pregnancy. In Tangier, 
where they are today still waiting 
for permission to proceed to Isracl, 
some of these Jewish mothers have 
already twice been delivered of 
children 

Because they lacked leadership 
the Jews kept coming into Tangier 
unaware of the ban which was to 
shatter their hopes and reduce them 
to the condition of unwanted 
refugees, human flotsam and jetsam 

For a year and a half these men, 
women, and children have been 
treated as if they were criminals 
At first they were locked up in 
police stations, where they had 
their fingerprints taken, were inter- 
rogated, and occasionally beaten up 
For four days they were given no 
food. Afterwards some of the Jews 
were thrown into prison. others

He 
read out from beginning to end the 


Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, to which Morocco had

United Nations, and which pre- 
scribes freedom of movement for 
all, including those who desire to 
leave their native land to settle in 
another country. 

“Do you forbid Moslems to go 
to Mecca ?” he asked. “ Why then 
should you forbid Jews to go to 
their spiritual capital? Let the 
people go whenever and wherever 
they wish. That is true democracy, 


and it is in the best interests of the 
State.” 

He stressed, finally, that there 
was no Jaw on the Moroccan 
Statute Book which. made it an 
ollence for the Jews to emigrate, 
and therefore the accused ought 
really to be the accusers, for they 
had been denied their elementary 
rignts.

Six of the Jews were sentenced to 
Short terms of imprisonment or 
fined for minor irregularities, the 
remaining 15 were acquitted.

Jews’ right to freedom of move- 
ment, and sets an important prece- 
dent in Morocean jurisprudence. 

Another 23 Jews have been in the 
Casbah gaol of Tangier for the past 
six months, awaiting trial for being 
allegedly in possession of forged 
passports. They are ill-treated, and 
many of them have fallen sick, | 
was told by their womenfolk, who 
are permitted to see the prisoners 
for a few minutes each week.

two trains a week. . As bureau- 
crats the world over do, they used 
an official jargon to describe thei 
aims and actions. 

“ The final solution of the Jewish 
question ™ is a short way of saying: 
“Our hope and purpose js to kill 
oll some millions of men, women, 
and children whose crime js that 
they were born of another race and 
practise another religion.” The 
living human beings crammed into 
cattle-trucks and dispatched to the 
death-camps were transplaced.” 
“Special treatment” or special 
action” is the decent official way 
of recording that so many people, 
including terrified children and 
women carrying their youngest, 
have been driven naked into the 
building where they died in anguish 
and terror. 

Ordinary men devised the con- 
centration camps, ordinary men 
arranged for them to be kept filled, 
ordinary men recorded the mass 
murders in ledgers, ordinary men 
made the neat piles of the dead 
women’s shoes, the dead children’s 
little dresses. Ordinary men saw 
to it that at sixteen Anne Frank 
died in Belsen of hunger, cold. 
filth, and disease. 

These particular men were Ger- 
mans. and jit is a German who 
writes this book, following Anne 
from her happy schooldays to the 
months in the house in the Prinsen- 
eracht, when her mind and spirit 
began to grow at a great rate, 
as if something in her knew how 
short her time was. and from there 
to the three camps in which she 
lived out the brief rest of her life 
The glimpses we get of her tn these 
places, through the memories of 
survivors who were there when she 
was, do something to fill in. the 


frightful void that was left when we 
finished reading the Diary. 

First in Westerbork camp jn 
Holland, she still had the boy 
Peter with her, and Mrs. de Wiek 
recalls that she had a Strange 
radiance about her there, and was 
happy—"“it was as if she were 
liberated. for now she could see 
new people and talk to them and 
could laugh.” That easily 
believable; after 25 months of 
being shut up, forced .to be un- 
naturally silent and inactive most 
of the day, even the sheds and 
barracks of the camp must have 
had the taste of freedom for a 
child so full of imaginative energy 


And then the second camp: 
Auschwitz. Auschwitz, where her 
father and Peter were taken from 
her—** Women to the lett! Men to 
the right!“ Here her mother died. 
Here Anne lost her long hair—-she 
had been shaved on arrival. “ But 
now you could see that her beauty 
was wholly in her eyes, in her eyes 
alone. which seemed to grow bigger 
the thinner she became. Her gaicty 
had vanished, but she was still lively 
and sweet. a 


Here. where most of the inhabi- 
tants had no tears left. she could

passed the Hungarian’ children 
waiting their turn outside the gas 
chambers. Here, at the very end, 
Mrs. de Wick saw Anne and-her 
older sister, Margot, naked and 
shaven, “and Anne looked over 
at us with her unclouded face 
looked straight and stood straight, 
and then they went on’—to 
Bergen-Belsen 

In Belsen at this time there was 
no order of any sort. the inhabi- 
tants were living in filth, dving of 
hunger and typhus, and the still 
living tied the skeletal bodies of the 
dead’ into bundles and dragged 
them to the cremation ground. 
Here another girl, a schooliriend 
of Anne's spoke to her through the 
barbed-wire fence separating their 
blocks, and tried to give her some 
scraps of food. “She was in rags. 
I saw her emaciated sunken face 
in the darkness. Her eves were very 
large. We cried and cried 
“Margot died, and’ a few 
later ‘Anne died—perhaps' of 
typhus, certainly of Belsen. 
Another girl, the same age as 
Anne. who managed to live, is

fully easy for anyone left alone 
in a concentration camp.” 

That is how this Jewish child, 
one of many many. died, in March, 
1945.

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MANCHESTER'S 
LOSS 


THE acceptance by the Communal 
Rabbi of Manchester of an acade- 
~ Thic position in the United States 
means a serious loss to English 
Judaism. Dr. Altmann is one of 
the few rabbis in this country to 


enjoy a reputation of  inter- 
national dimensions. He has taken 
the lead in pursuing theological 


and philosophical studies within a 
Jewish framework ; he has had the 
courage to approach the relation- 
ship of modern literary and histor- 
cal criticism to Jewish belief: and 
he has strengthened Orthodox 
Judaism by showing that neither 
obscurantism nor violent diatribes 
against other forms of belief need 
accompany a whole-hearted com- 
mitment to its tenets. 

In these respects Dr. Altmann 
unfortunately has been swimming 
against the tide. He has not suc- 
ceeded in changing the direction ol 


the current, and no doubt a feel- 
ing of loneliness has been partly 
responsible for his decision to 


move from this country. To repine 
the opportunities which our own 
community has missed would serve 
no purpose. Dr. Altmann will be 
fortified by the respect and admira- 
tion in which he is held and the 
intention of those who have been 
inspired by him to carry on the 
labours to which he has dedicated 
his sojourn here. 


His departure will set our co- 
religionists in. Manchester the difh- 
cult question of finding a worthy 
successor. Twenty-one vears ago 
their search tor a communal rabbi 
coincided with the exodus of dis- 
tinguished scholars from Germany 
The vacaney reminds us once again 
that Anglo-Jewry cannot rely on 
ill winds blowing it good. It may 
be. however. that among the rabbis 
who have settled in the Common- 
wealth there may be some whose 
experience qualifies them for con- 
sideration, and that there may now 
be some return traffic. 

Dr. Altmann’s decision to settle 
in the United States raises other 
dithculties, of more than local sig- 
nificance. The “Journal of Jewish 
Studies,” which he has edited with 
distinction, may encounter diiliculty 
in finding a worthy” successor. 


Very properly he ts - himself 
concerned for the future of the 
Institute of Jewish Studies, of 
which he is the Director. The 
Jews of Manchester are entitled 
to feel proud that, with their 


generous support, a unique research 
institute has been established in 
their midst. Jews College per- 
forms the vital task of training 
ministers and teachers. The func- 
tion of the Manchester Institute is 
to develop ideas, which is comple- 


mentary and equally vital. Never- 
theless, -it has not struck strong 
local roots, and without Dr. Alt- 


mann’s guiding hand it might easily 
wither awav. It would be far 
better to transfer the Institute to 
Oxtord, as Dr. Altmann suggests 
The academic background would 
be conducive to. its work and its 
presence in such a centre of learn- 
ing would encourage the national 
and international interest and sup- 
port which it deserves. It is to 
be hoped that far-sighted and 
gencrous members of the com- 
munity will enable this transition 
to be made so that the Institute 
may he a source of religious 
Streneth creativity which 
Anglo-Jewry so desperately needs 


UNSTABLE IRAQ 


BY al! accounts the revolt against 
General Kassem’s régime has been 
defeated, but its problems remain. 
The Kassem_ revolt only nine 
months ago produced great jubila- 
tion among sympathisers with Arab 
nationalism, and we were assured 
that with the overthrow of a tyran- 
nous, corrupt puppet régime by a 
groin of devoted reformers a new 
era of freedom, economic progress, 
improved living standards, peace, 
and Arab unity would be ushered 
in. The abrogation of the Baghdad 
Pact, we were further assured, 
paved the way for improved rela- 
tions between Britain and al] the 
Arab world. 


As usual the propagandists turned 


out to be bad prophets. Kassem’s 
supporters set out to buttress their 
power, knowing that it is easier to 
seize power than to build it. They 
very soon came into conflict with 
Nasser and his supporters, since 
Nasser’s aim was hegemony over 
the entire Arab world. To fight 
back against Nasserist infiltration 
Kassem began to lean on Com- 
munist and Soviet support. This 
led to a further worsening of 
Iraqi-Egyptian relations, compared 
even with Nuri Said’s days, and the 
latest revolt, as far as is known, 
was begun by officers who sympa- 
thised with Nasser. The reason for 
its failure, however, cannot be 
found jn Kassem’s Communist 
support, but in the fact that the 
bulk of the officer corps js still 
loval to him. The masses have 
certainly gained nothing from the 
new régime, but in Arab politics 
this consideration counts for little. 

Meanwhile, the only lesson to 
be learned is that the Arab States 
are basically unstable because of 
Arab character and psychology no 
less than social and political struc- 
ture, and that it jis a mistake to 
rely on any governments or move- 
ments there. The Western Powers 
are fortunate to have reliable 
friends in Turkey, Persia, Pakistan, 
and Israel, and Western policy 
would be better based on streng- 
thening these bastions than in 
chasing butterflies. 


CZECH JEWRY'S PERIL 
From Prague comes the gmm 
news that 27 Czech Jews have been 
sent to forced labour camps and 
will be put to work jn uranium 
mines. Their only “crime” 
former membership of the Zionist 
movement and alleged contact with 
the Israeli Legation tn the Czecho- 
slovak capital. Yet, as previously 
reported jn these columns, they 
were all given harsh prison sen- 
tences without even the right of 
appeal. In many spheres the Czech 
authorities have remained the most 
intransigent of the East European 
régimes. Alone among Moscow's 
satellites they have refused even 
to consider the possibility of allow- 
ing their Jewish minority, number- 
ing only 18,000, to emigrate. Many 
elderly Jews (and they can hardly 
be regarded as an asset to a Com-

munist economy) wish to join 
their families in Israel, but the 
Prague régime has steadfastly 


turned its back on their appeals. 
Moreover, the Czech Government 
has for long regarded the State ol 


Israel with hostilitv. and there 
appears to be little reason to 
assume that it will in the neat 
future ease its rigid emigration 


restrictions, even on humanitarian 
grounds. Since the infamous 
Slansky affair, all Jews have been 
removed from high State posts. 
They are’ not wanted, but, barred 
from emigrating, they are prisoners 
of the Communist régime 
SOUND ADVICE 

conference the 
formation of a “Council of Jewish 
Day Schools” is unlikely to be 
postponed, but jt is to be hoped 
that the sponsors will take careful 
heed of the views expressed by the 
Chief Rabbi and Alderman Moss 
in this issue. Twenty-one schools 
have accepted Dr. Schonfeld’s invi- 
tation, but unfortunately the names 
of those declining suggests that the 
meeting may resemble a conterence 
on the future of Berlin attended by 
Russia.and her satellites but from 
which the Western Powers have 
resolved to abstain. By and large 
the schools under Dr. Schonfeld’s 
control, or the control of “ friendly 
powers,” will be there, but the 
rest, without whose participation 
an agreement for co-ordination can 
have litthe meaning, will be absent. 
The zeal with which Dr. Schonfeld 
and his associates have laboured 
for Jewish day schools is admirable, 
and their initiative for  co- 
ordination commendable, but this 
is one of the occasions when 
zeal is best tempered with dis- 
cretion. For the danger which 
they face on Sunday js that in 
registering agreement between those 
who are already agreed they may 
use words or adopt resolutions 
which make more difficult the 
establishment of a truly representa- 
tive day schools council in the 
future. That is why the Chief 
Rabbi urges the conference not to 
set up the Council forthwith. His 
advice is sound and should be 
accepted. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE STUDENTS 


Tue diamond jubilee of Jews’ 
College Union Society, to be cele- 
brated on Wednesday, occurs at a 
time when, with the College 
restored to a worthy habitation, it 
should be easier to foster corporate 
life among the students; and this 
should heighten self-respect and 
foster loyalty to the College in 
after life. Student opinion has 
already been asserting itself on 
such matters as the shatnez of the 
ministers’ gowns supplied by the 
United Synagogue and the covering 
of the head at College functions. 
Unwillingness on their part merely 
to conform is usually healthy, and 
it may, hopefully, lead to bigger 
things. The Union Society can lay 
the foundations for a greater sense 
of vocation in the ministry; 4a 
desire to reclaim for Judaism those 
who are lost to it, not merely to 
work in the comfortable environ- 
ment of those whose loyalty is 
secure: to reclaim the spiritual 
deserts of English-speaking Jewry, 
and not only to make for its 
spiritual oases. However, no 
one will cavil at the participants 
in Wednesday's celebration if for 
the moment they lay aside such 
cares. Grey-haired rabbis will 
recall their student davs. the shep- 
herds may even frolic like lambs 
This the clergy should not be 
denied, even more often than once 
in sixty vears.

As its name implies, this paper 
has the duty of chronicling events 
in their due time end season.

However, 
it would really be untrue for us to 
plead such an excuse for our 
omission. It is to be feared that 
a number of our readers have 
qualified as members of a_ stifl- 
necked people, through being com- 
pelled, last Saturday evening, to 
gaze at the heavens for the appear- 
ance of three stars.

REPLIES TO TOYNBEE 
ON ZIONISM 


Sir, —A looker-on sees most of the 
game, so will you allow a Gentile 
to look at Zionism? Professor 
Arnold Toynbee thinks that Israel 
cannot survive without the support 
of the Diaspora, and especially of 
American Jewry. Probably he is right 
in these formative years, but what of 
afterwards ? 

Professor Hyman Levy thinks that 
the Diaspora cannot survive im a 
tolerant world. It will be absorbed 
into the general population. But a 
recent correspondent in your columns 
has pointed out that toleration in 
nineteenth-century Germany Ied to a 
great strengthening, not an absorp- 
tion, of German Jewry. 

These two contrary effects are not 
incompatible or even surprising It 
is natural that a suppressed but stil! 
virile people should flourish when 
suppression is removed. But that may 
be only relatively short-period 
effect. Professor Levy was consider- 
ing a longer period effect. Nothing 
is better calculated to preserve in 
their purity a people in dispersion 
than persecution: provided. of course, 
that the persecution is not so severe 
as to exterminate them altogether, It 
is not likely that the Jewish people 
could hive survived a lengthy and 
world-wide persecution on the Nazi 
scale. 

But a kindly tolerance is a greater 
threat. because it brines subtler 
temptations. The Jewish minority 
mites with the Gentile majoritv on 
all planes of social life excent the 
religious one. Almost inevitably the 
minority becomes more and more 
absorbed into the maioritv. and the 
vealots can scarcely help but ficht .a 
losing battle. In the long run, 1 can 
hardly think other than that Professo: 
Levy is right—apart from the sur- 
vival of Isracl. Thus, to me as an 
onlooker. Zionism seems more neces- 
sarv than ever before in Jewish his- 
tory. It is the safeevard—and prob- 
ablv the adeauate safeauard- 
the absorntion. of the Jewish 
people by well-disposed. but lethal 
Gentile influences. For that reason. 
if for no other. T should regret to see 
the passing of Israel.

N the early summer of 1957 
several hundred Jewish families 
from different parts oj 

Morocco found themselves stranded 
‘9 Tangier, sleeping out in the 
streets and courtyards, with heads 
pillowed on bundles and suitcases. 

After having sold their homes 
they had set out to reach Israel! 
by way of Gibraltar. But they got 
ao further than the southern shore 
of the Mediterranean, where they 
were unexpectedly stopped by the 
Morocean police and forbidden to 
leave the country. 

A little while earlier the Moroc- 
can Government had outlawed the 
Zionist-sponsored emigration of 
large groups of Jews, but had 
solemniv promised not to interfere 
with Jewish individuals or families 
who made their own arrangements 
for departure, 


Leaderless Refugees 


Now, the Jews who, two summers 
ago, were Streaming into Tangier, 
had taken to the roads of their own 
accord. Certainly af their exodus 
had in any way been organised 
they would not have brought along 
so many aged and infirm people 
quite uafit for the arduous journey 
Besides the cripples, the maimed, 
the blind, the mentally defective, 
there were several women in the 
last Stages of pregnancy. In Tangier, 
where they are today still waiting 
permission to proceed to Israel, 
some of these Jewish mothers have 


already twice been delivered of 
children 
Because they lacked leadership 


the Jews kept coming into Tangie: 
unaware of the ban which was to 
shatter their hopes and reduce them 
to the condition of unwanted 
refugees, human flotsam and jetsam 
For a year and a half these men, 
women, and children have been 
treated as if they were criminals 
At first they were locked up in 
police Stations, where they had 
their fingerprints taken, were inter- 
rogated, and occasionally beaten up 
For four days they were given no 
food.

He recalled the assurances 
given by the King that all Moroc- 
cans would be treated as equals, 
irrespective of race and religion. He

Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, to which Morocco had 
subscribed as a member of the

“Do you forbid Moslems to go 
to Mecea ?” he asked. “ Why then 
should you forbid Jews to go to 
their spiritual capital?

Six of the Jews were sentenced to 
Short terms of imprisonment or 
fined for minor irregularities, the 
remaining 15 were acquitted.

“The final solution of the Jewish 
question ™ is a short way of saying: 
“Our hope and purpose js to kill 
off some milllons of men, women, 
and children whose crime is that 
they were born of another race and 
practise another religion.” The 
living human beings crammed into 
cattle-trucks and dispatched to the 
death-camps were. transplaced.” 
“Special treatment” or special 
action” is the decent offictal way 
of recording that so many people, 
including terrified children and 
women carrying their youngest, 
have been driven naked into the 
building where they died in anguish 
and terror. 

Ordinary men devised the con- 
centration camps, ordinary men 
arranged for them to be kept filled, 
ordinary men recorded the mass 
murders in ledgers, ordinary men 
made the neat piles of the dead 
women’s shoes, the dead children’s 
little dresses. Ordinary men saw 
to it that at sixteen Anne Frank 
died in Belsen of hunger, cold. 
filth, and disease. 

These particular men were Ger- 
mans. and it is a German who 
writes this book, following Anne 
from her happy. schooldays to the 
months in the house in the Prinsen- 
gracht, when her mind and spirit 
began to grow at @ great rate, 
as if something in her knew how 
short her time was. and from there 
to the three camps in which she 
lived out the brief rest of her life 
The glimpses we get of her in these 
places, through the memories of 
survivors who were there when she 


was, do something to fill in the- 


frightful void that was left- when we 
finished reading the Diary. 

First in Westerbork camp jn 
Holland, she still had the boy 
Peter with her, and Mrs. de Wiek 
recalls that she had a _ Strange 
radiance about her there, and was 
happy—"it was as if she were 
liberated. for now she could see 
new people and talk to them and 
could laugh.” That easily 
believable: after 25 months of 
being shut up, forced to be un- 
naturally silent and inactive most 
of the dav. even the sheds and 
barracks of the camp must have 
had the taste of freedom for a 
child so full of imaginative energy. 

And then the second camp: 
Auschwitz. Auschwitz, where her 
father and Peter were taken from 
her—“* Women to the left! Men to 
the right!’ Here her mother died. 
Here Anne lost her long hair—she 
had been shaved on arrival. “ But 
now you could see that her beauty 
was wholly in her eyes, in her eyes 
alone, which seemed to grow bigger 
the thinner she became. Her gaiety 
had vanished, but she was still lively 
and sweet. as

Out of the ashes and debris of © 


Elmwood Green, Exmouth Street, 
and Victoria Place two blocks of 
multi-storey flats, one eight storeys 
high and the other nine, have arisen.

Selfraising flour, 4 oz. ; cocoa, 1 02.; 
margarine, 3 oz.; caster sugar, 3 02. ; 


water, 1 or 2 tablespoonfuls; I large 
ege; vanilla essence; blanched 
almonds. 


CREAM the margarine and sugar, add 
a few drops of vanilla essence and the 
lightly beaten egg. Stir in the sifted 
flour and cocoa and add a spoonful 
or two of water to make a soft drop- 
ping consistency. Turn into a greased 
basin, cover, and steam for 14-14 
hours. Turn out on to a hot dish 
and decorate the top with blanched 
almonds. 


Rhubarb and Date Tart 


LINE a tart tin with short crust then 
fill with a mixture of chopped 
rhubarb and dates and sprinkle with 
sugar. Damp the edges of the pastry 
and cover with a second round. Press 
edges well together and mark with a 
knife or fork. Make a hole in the 
centre and bake about 40 minutes. 
Start at 425°, Regulo No. 6, and 
when the pastry is lightly browned 
reduce the heat. 


Rhubarb and Orange Compote 


Rhubarb, 1 Ilb.; water, 4 teacup; 
2 oranges ; sugar. 

Peer the oranges, removing all pith, 
cut into slices and remove the pips. 
Cut rhubarb into l-inch pieces. Put 
the fruit in layers in a_ casserole, 
sprinkling each layer with sugar. pour 
over the water, cover the casserole, 
and bake jin a slow oven until the 
rhubarb is tender—20-30 minutes. 
Serve hot or cold, 


Pineapple and Apple Crisp 


Cooking apples, 1 Ib. ; small tin of 
pineapple pieces ; margarine, 3 02. ; 
flour, 3 oz.; sugar. 

Peet and slice the apples, mix with 
the pineapple, add 2-3 oz, sugar, and 
turn into a pie dish. Rub margarine 
into the flour till like breadcrumbs, 
add 3 oz. of sugar, mix thoroughly 
and spread evenly over the fruit. Bake 
in a moderate oven till the topping 
is crisp, about 40 minutes (375°- 
400°, Regulo 4-5).

BAFFLED JEWISH YOUTH 


Sir..—The saddest feature emerging 
from your last week's report of the 
A.J.Y. leadership training course is 
the apparently spineless and helpless 
attitude of these future youth-club 
leaders. The lack of Jewishness in 
clubs is everyone else’s fault, and not 
only do they feel they cannot do any- 
thing to remedy it but some don't 
even want to. Why? Because they 
might lose some of their best mem- 
bers, who are not Jewish according 
to one speaker. So what! Does he 
think his main function as the leader 
of a Jewish club is to run a successful 
football, or table tennis team, or 
drama group ? 


Surely it is the Association of 
Jewish Youth to which he belongs 
and that, to me at any rate, implies 
that first and foremost the clubs are 
run in a manner which takes cog- 
nisance Of their Jewishness. Our 
religion, cultural heritage, and ties 
with Israel must have their place, and 
an important place, in youth-club life 
if there is to be any point at all in 
having sectarian clubs. The fact that 
some of his members do not learn 
about these things at home gives 
greater, not less, opportunity to the 
club leader. 


There was no mention of any practi- 
cal suggestions for these prospective 
leaders, but I trust they were given. 
The responsibility which will fall on 
their shoulders is too great and the 
influence they will wield too tmpor- 
tant for this matter to be left in the 
state which emerged from their discus- 
sion. As an active member of a youth 
club and its executive committee, I 
am fully aware of the difficulties and 
disappointments which attend the 
bringing of Jewishness into a club 
whose members have vastly varying 
standards of knowledge and observ- 
ance. but I can say quite definitely 
it is worth the effort. 

I was also greatly disturbed by 
another statement regarding Jewish 
boys bringing Christian girl friends 
into the club. If this is a general 
practice and not an isolated instance 
the result can be serious. I imagine 
hat parents encourage their children 


to join’ a Jewish club because thes 
can reasonably expect them to meet 
members of the opposite sex who are 


also Jews. If a club has little or 
no Jewish atmosphere, includes non- 
Jewish members, and encourages, even 
if only passively, its members to bring 
along non-Jewish boy or girl friends, 
the problem of intermarriage with all 
its unhappiness for everyone, will 
increase. 

I sincerely trust that the picture is 
not as depressing as it would appear 
from the report, and that the A.J.Y. 
will reassure us about the Jewish 
content of their clubs.

It is clear that half of the Jewish 
world does not yet realise how the 
other half lives. Exactly which 
group of Diaspora Jews do the spon- 
sors of these talks hope to “ fortify 
in their daily devotions?” Those 
Orthodox Jews who recite the Song 
of Songs at the Seder table and who 
are au fait with Kinot and Selichot 
will not require fortifying. And the 
Jews (few or most ?) who have never 
heard of Kinot and Selichot will not 
derive any encouragement. whatso- 
ever from a book which (again in 
the words of the foreword) describes 
the synagogue as “the vital spiritual 
centre” of the Diaspora. Which 
Diaspora ? 

This is typical of the wool-pulling- 
over-the-eyes mentality so prevalent 
in certain parts of our own Anglo- 
Jewish community and, apparently, 
in Israel also. We have enough 
books on prayer in the Diaspora 
already—theological tranquillisers—to 
lull ourselves into a false sense of 
security that all is well with the best 
of all possible liturgies 


The Al phabet 


By Professor J. WEINGREEN 


The Story of the Aleph Beth. 
By Davin DirRincer. Lincolns- 
Prager for World Jewish Coneress, 
British Section. 7s. 6d: and 4s. 6d. 


The title of this book immediately 
Suggests its content and scope. As 
the reader turns the pages he finds 
himself becoming absorbed in the 
romantic story. of man’s. earliest 
attempts at communication by means 
of records. Beginning with crude 
picture-writing, where the drawing 
was not an expression of art but 
meant to convey a message, man 
evolved a system whereby conven- 
tionalised§ pictures conveyed ideas 
(compare the road sign of a torch 
to indicate the proximity of a school). 
A process of improvements ultimately 
led to the invention of an alphabetic 
system, in which the various elemen- 
tary sounds used speech are 
represented by conventional signs. 

Dr. Diringer concludes that the 
alphabet emerged about 1800-1700 
n.c.E! and that its inventors belonged 
to the North West Semitic linguistic 
group. “Palestine and Syria, the 
geographical centre of the greater 
Egypto-Mesopotamian civilisation, 
offered conditions favourable to the 
invention and claboration of alpha- 
betic writing” (page 437). The 
Hebrew inscriptions of. Biblical times 
are all in the early Hebrew script 
which was strictly related to the other 
North Semitic alphabets. 

By describing how our 
square Hebrew alphabet. a_ direct 
descendant of the original North 
Semitic alphabet, came to be adopted, 
the author brings his readers on to 
familiar ground. His reference to the 
question as to whether or not a 
reform of our present Hebrew script 
is desirable brings the story right up- 
to-date. The impression is gradually 
but firmly gained that the story of 
the Aleph Beth, like the wider story 
of the Jewish people, did not begin 
or develop in a vacuum. but that it 
is an integral part of the story of 
civilisation.

Pictographic 
Though the book is designed 
primarily for the man-in-the street, 


there is much in it to invite scholarly 


consideration. For example, the 
author questions the — generally 
accepted view that the alphabetic 


symbols are pictographic in origin, 
that is, that Aleph is an ox’s head, 
Beth a house, and Gimel a camel, 
etc. He suggests the possibility that 
the names came to be applied to the 
conventional signs, as, for example, 
in English spelling-books, “A for 
apple,” “B for bun,” and “C for 
cat.” etc. The present reviewer 
endorses the author’s view that the 
adoption of the ancient script for the 
Maccabean coinage and for the writ- 
ing of the Divine name in the 
Habakkuk commentary of the Dead 
Seq Scrolls indicates that this script 
had not been abandoned, even when 


the square. characters had been 
adopte and had gained’ wide 
currency.

Good Intentions

The Palestine Refugee Problem. 
New York: Institute for Mediter- 
ranean Affairs. $2.50. 


The took under review is a sincere 
attempt to find a viable solution to 
the Arab refugee problem, prepared 
by a new body, the Institute for 
Mediterranean Affairs, whose spon- 
sors include many prominent academic 
figures—Jews and non-Jews alike— 
among them Professor Abba P. 
Lerner, the writer Hanna Arendt, and 
Nasrollah Fatemi, a former Iranian 
delegate to the United Nations, now 
teaching at an American university. 

[he study proposes the establish- 
ment of a United Nations Repatriation 
and Resettlement Authority, set up on 
the pattern of the Mixed Armistice 
Commissions, with equal Arab and 
Israeli representation, which would 
investigate all refugee claims and give 
every refugee the choice between 
returning to Israeli territory and 
settling in Jordan, or in any other 
Arab country. Arabs opting for 
Israel would have to declare their 
“intention to live at peace with their 
neighbours.” A special fund would 
be set up for the productive resettle- 
ment of those refugees who lacked 
means of their own (even after com- 
pensation had been - paid for 
abandoned property). They estimate 
that some $2,000-$2,500 would be 
needed to settle each family, and that 
between them the U.S.A., Israeli, and 
Arab Governments should be able to 
raise the sum required without diffi- 


culty. The U.N. Repatriation and 
Resettlement Authority, they claim, 
would have to “conduct intensive 


educational and informational drives.” 
No Solution 


Now it would seem churlish to 
argue with such a_ well-intentioned, 
well-prepared, and logical plan. but 
good intentions and logic are not 
everything. All proposed solutions 
of the Palestine refugee problem have 
foundered on Arab unwillingness to 
permit a solution, and the plan under 
review jS no exception. 

The Arab Nationalist Governments 
—irrespective of their attitude to the 
cold war or inter-Arab. feuds— 
believe and proclaim their main task 
to be the liquidation of the State of 
Isracl. All other considerations, 
including the. welfare of the Arab 
refugees, have to be subordinated to 
this task, which js logical enough if 
you accept the first premise. Co-opera- 
tion with Israel is anathema to them, 
while resettlement of the refugees 
would mean the loss of a valuable 
political weapon. So they have 
always rejected any such proposals, 
reaffirming that all refugees must be 
permitted to return immediately to 
Israeli territory, knowing full well that 
Israel could never agree to the influx 
of a million Arabs, for security and 
economic reasons alike. 

Were the Arab Governments to 
change their basic premise and recon- 
cile themselves to Israel's existence, 
the refugee problem would be amen- 
able to solution, and then, no doubt, 
the Institute’s plan could serve as a 
valuable basis for discussion. But 
until this change of heart, all 
“United Nations Repatriation and 
Resettlement Authorities” will be as

The author has taken an active 


part in the exploration and clearing 
of the caves of Qumran and in the 
excavations of Hirbet Qumran, He 
has already published, with Father D. 
Barthélemy, the fragments from Cave 
1; he is to publish a large part of 
the remaining manuscripts; and he 


has had access to all the unpublished 
documents in the Palestine Archzo-: 


logical Museum in Jerusalem. He 
is thus unusually expertly equipped 
to give an account of the ten years 
of discovery since 1947. 

This work is a considerably revised 
and expanded translation of the 
French edition published in 1957. The 
five chapters deal respectively with 
the story of the discoveries, the 
Qumran library, the history of the 
Essenes, Essene organisation and 
teachings, and the significance of the 
discoveries. 

It.is hopeless, the author thinks, to 
attempt to identify the Teacher of 
Righteousness, or aS he prefers, the 
Legitimate Teacher, though the cir- 
cumstances surrounding him and his 
activity can be identified and his 
character depicted. He may have 
composed the Rule of the Community 
and some of the Hymns. The texts 
do not suggest that he died a violent 
death. The Wicked Priest who tried 


unsuccessfully to kill him was 
Jonathan 160-142), the fifth 
son of Mattathias. The Kittim are 


the Romans, and the sect of Qumran 
are the Essenes. The important 
questions now for discussion are the 
chronological limits of the origins ot 
the sect, Greek and Persian influences 
on their doctrine and practice, and 
Essene influences on the doctrines, 
institutions, and literary form of the 
New Testament. The contents of the 
copper scrolls are considered folk- 
loristic in character and to be possibly 
the work of a Zealot. 

New material is emerging which 
bears importantly on linguistic and 
textual study. For example. the view, 
held earlier by some Jewish scholars, 
that Mishnaic Hebrew’ was the 
normal language of the Judaean popu- 
lation in the Roman period seems to 
find support in the texts. Again, the

documents in Aramaic throw fresh 
light on the grammar and vocabulary 
of the earliest phases of Palestinian 
Aramaic. On the side of textual 
study, a striking discovery has been 
manuscripts of the Torah and of the 
historical books which derive from 
the same Hebrew tradition as is 
represented by the text of the 
Septuagint. Fragments of Jeremiah, 
which follow the shorter form of the 
book found in the Sep‘uagint, 
have been discovered.

Sixty years of music-hall, from 
Marie Lloyd to Vera Lynn, from 
Charles Coburn to Frankie Vaughan. 
This the proud achievement of 
“ Hail Variety” (Oriole M.G. 20033), 
a unique L.P. filled with memories 
and nostalgia for the older readers. 
and at the same time giving the 
youngsiers a glimpse of music-hall 
at its rlustrious peak. 

Some of the artists, such as Dan 
Leno and Albert Chevalier, are heard 
for the first time on a commercial 
record. and the honourable signs of 
age help to make them sound even 
more immortal. In fact the object 
lesson for me from this record is 
the way that the Harry Champions, 
Jose Collinses. etc.. can make rings 
round most of our present crop of 
Stars—perhaps not always in actual 
singing. but certainly for pure 
unadulterated showmanship. Pre- 
semted by the Variety Club of Great 
Britain in aid of one of their many 
charities, this record will undoubtedly 
bring them an enormous revenve— 
and deservedly so.

The information which is broadcast 
is transmitted from person to person and 
spreads quickly,

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Survey of the New Towns — 


HEMEL HEMPSTEAD 


EMEL HEMPSTEAD, 
designated a dozen years 


ago aS a new town, 1S 
quite old. It was mentioned in 
the Domesday Book and was a 
thriving cattle-raising and wheat- 
growing centre in Hertfordshire 
in the time of William the 
Conqueror. 

The twelfth-century church of 
St. Mary's still towers over the 
centre of Hemel Hempstead, but 
all around the town the five new

neighbourhoods and the indus- 
trial estate are rising fast on 
what used to be farmland, and 
the old main artery is giving 
way to the construction of a 
new commercial centre. With 
the new industries (mainly light 
engineering), new trades, and 
new shops, come new people. 

The older inhabitants include 
a few Jewish families who came 
after the outbreak of the last 
war. At that time, I was told 
by Mr. Sam Manning (two of 
whose hairdressing salons are 
in Heme! Hempstead), as many 
as 120 Jewish famihes—evacu- 
ated from London—made their 
home there. They established a 
congregation—the United Syna- 
gogue Membership Group at 
Hemel Hempstead—and used to 
have regular services in the 
Mission Hall in Apsley, con- 
ducted by the Rev. (later Rabbi) 
J). Posen. who combined the 
duties of minister, head teacher, 
and welfare officer. But with 
the end of the war came the 
end of that community—both 
the minister and all his con- 
gregants. bar a‘ few families, 
returned to London. 


Hemel Hempstead has also a 
special group of Jewish 
residents. kor the last eight 
years the London Board of 
Guardians has had there one of 
its Children’s Homes, where 25 
boys and girls, between. the ages 
of three and a half and just over 
eleven, are given a chance to 
grow up in a proper atmosphere 
they would not have had other- 
wise. In time this gay and 
lively place will have as its close 
neighbour another institution of 
the Board—right at the other 
end of its welfare scale—the 
Hemel Hempstead Home for 
the Aged, which is to accom- 
modate about a hundred people. 

But, essentially, the present- 
day Jewish community of 
Hemel Hempstead is a new 
one: it has grown within the 
last years together with the new 
town. Composed of about 
fifty families, who like most 
of the newcomers previously 
resided in the North-Western 
districts of Greater London, the 
community is mainly middle- 
class—shopkeepers, hairdressers 
(there are six Jewish barbers in 
the town), managers, white- 
collar workers. One is a con- 
structional engineer, one is a

sign-writer, and a few are 
manual workers. 

They are not a wealthy com- 
munity, and the Treasurer, Mr. 
Charles Gordon (one of the 
barbers), said that several mem- 
bers were grumbling that they 
had to pay ten guineas per year 
in contributions without as yet 
getting any real benefits in 
return. “ We have no synagogue 
of our own, no minister, no 
classes, and no teacher. Are we 
to pay for 40 years, only to find 
that our burial will cost over 

The Jewish parents in Hemel 
Hempstead share with all Jewish 
families in the new towns the 
prime concern of ‘giving their 
children some Jewish education. 
In the past classes were con- 
ducted by the Rev. Mr. Ritvo, 
from Luton, but since his death 
no qualified teacher has yet been 
found to take his place. 

At the moment, the great 
hopes of the young couples in 
Hemel Hempstead are pinned 
on the negotiations which the 
President of the community, Mr. 
Harry Miller, has opened with 
the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education. Whether 
the Board will arrange for a 
teacher to go to the town, or for 
coaches to take the children to 
one of the neighbouring educa- 
tional centres, has not yet been 
fixed, but the hopeful gaze of 
the Jewish parents remains fixed 
on Big Brother in London. 


In other respects, too, Hemel 
Hempstead Jewry could do with 
outside help for its communal 
organisation. Although there is 
the distinct and almost instinc- 
tive desire on the part of the 
Jewish families to re-create in 
the new surroundings the same 
social warmth that they experi- 
enced in the North-Western 
suburbs of London, this is so 
much harder to achieve in the 
Jewish dispersion of a new 
town. Quite often communal 
life ebbs and flows on. the 
changing tide of the personal 
enthusiasm of just few 
individuals. 

The beginnings of the new 


community go back three years. 
A sympathetic description of 
the Seder service at the home of 
Hemel Hempstead’s eldest Jewish 
inhabitant, Mr. Isaac Braham— 
who is now 91—heralded the 
presence of a different way of 
life in the midst of the new 
town. Soon afterwards, a short 
item in the columns of THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE recorded the 
formation of -the congregation. 
Mr. Braham’s son, David, and 
his son-in-law, Mr, Jack Ben- 
nett, became the first Wardens. 
When the Bennetts left the 
town the leadership of the 
community passed to Mr. 
Miller, who resides in Hendon, 
presides over the Philpot Street 
Synagogue in the East End, and 
farms 150 acres of land a few 
miles from Hemel Hempstead. 


It was people like them who 
prevailed on the congregation to 
maintain the Orthodox affilia- 
tion against the preference for 
Liberal Judaism which has its 
main supporters among the 
several couples of mixed 
marriage. If it is true that it 
is hard to be a Jew, it is much 
harder still to be an observant 
Jewish in the bustling new 
towns. In Hemel Hempstead 
the Sabbath services had to be 
abandoned because most of the 
congregants were either shop- 
ping or shop-keeping. The 
latter occupation has become a 
very competitive  business— 
there are already too many 
shops. I heard from several 
Jewish traders—and Sabbath 
morning is the peak period of 
commercial activity in the town. 
SO services are now being held 
only on Friday nights (in the 
Co-operative Hall), with a local 
resident as the baal tefillah. 

In Hemel Hempstead, like in 
any other new town, Yiddish- 
keit cannot be measured by 
the observance of the Shulchan 
Aruch, It is more a feeling of 
kinship with other Jews, a desire 
for Jewish companionship, a 
sentiment for Jewish customs 
and festivals, and above all a 
concern about the upbringing of 
“the children,

Visitors examining some of the exhibits 


to show: first, the origin of Yiddish 
as a spoken and literary language. 
dating back to at least SOO years; 
and, secondly, that despite its decline 
in recent years it is still alive in many 
parts of the world, serving as a 
medium of spe and artistic 
expression. 

In his opening address Mr. Joshua 
Podro rec iiled that David Friedlander 
1750-1835) the German-Jewish 
author and disciple of Moses Men- 
delssohn, had called for the abandon- 
ment of Yiddish as the main obstacle 
to emancipation and assimilation. 
Nevertheless, several generations of 
iddish writers had continued to 
language. 


Many-Sided Aspects 


The 7358 books on display were no! 
lully representative either of contem- 
porary literature or of the Yiddish 
uterature of earlier periods. But they 
did show its many-sided aspects and 
wide scope 

Pride of place was naturally given 
to the display .of books by Sholem 
Aleichem. in view of the centenary 
ctiehrations—-some 45 books, a selec-

ton of his works both in Yiddish 
in translation, including several! 
voumes in Hebrew,- English, and 
Rusian There was also a Hungarian 


volume published last year in Buda- 
pest. Among the English translations 
*as One published recently by the 
Foreign Languages Publishing House 
Moscow. The Sholem Aleichem 
sam, in an artistically designed set 
ing of photographs and drawings- 
“ustrations from the works of this 
iuthor—was presented by “The 
Jew sh Quarterly.” A selection of 
colourful lithographs by the Soviet- 
Jewish aust, Tankhum Kaplan, was

vices in Yiddish. It should be noted 
that this Machsor is printed in 
Yiddish only, as distinct from another 
Machsor, published in London, 1795 
(which was also on view), which has 
a Yiddish translation alongside the 
Hebrew text. 

An even earlier print in Yiddish 
was a book for women, “ Mitsvat 
Noshim,” published in Venice, 1548 
Also on view was an arithmetics book 
in Yiddish from the early eighteenth 
century. 

The section’ of contemporary 
Yiddish literature, comprising more 
than 300 volumes, though far from 
comprehensive, served to indicate the 
variety of Yiddish books being pro- 
duced at age mainly in the 
Americas, but also in Poland (70 
hooks published in recent years by 
“ Yiddish Bukh,” Warsaw, were on 
view) and in Israel 


The Stalin Era 


A stark reminder of the destruction 
of Yiddish culture which has taken 
place in the Soviet Union during the 
Stalin era was the modest collection 
of some forty books showing the 
diversity and quality of Yiddish 
literature in the Soviet Union during 
the earlier period. Besides works by 
some of the well-known Soviet- 
Yiddish writers there were also shown 
many translations into Yiddish from 
other languages, which appeared in 
Russia. 

This section contained two numbers 
of a religious periodical, also in 
Hebrew, which were issued in 1927 
under the editorship of Dayan 
Abramsky while he was still in 
Russia. This is probably the last 
Hebrew publication to have appeared 
there. The back of the second num- 
ber carries a public announcement 
requesting the smaller communities 
who are without a shochet to com- 
municate with the editor.

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ISRAEL’S DISPUTE WITH 
FRANCE 


Friction Over a Shipyard

PARIS 
Differences between France and 
Israel, in both the economic and 


cultural spheres, have arisen for the 
first time since the return of General 
de Gaulle to power. 


One dispute stems from Israel's 
negotiations over the purchase of ship- 
yard equipment. Various tenders were 
received, and the two now remaining 
under consideration come from 
France and Holland. According to a 


cable received here this week-end 
from Agence France Presse—the 
Official French News Agency—in 


Jerusalem, Isracl is not making a 
special effort to accept the French 
offer. It is stated that the Israelis are 
inclined to favour the Dutch offer. 
Negotiations have reached a dead- 
lock, 

Isracli sources in Paris have 
expressed surprise at the way in which 
the French Embassy in Tel Aviv is 
trying to influence the Israeli decision 
regarding the shipyard. According to 
the Israelis the Dutch shipyard is 
much cheaper. and in addition the 
Dutch company is ready to invest a 
part of its capital in the Israeli ship- 
yard and to give more technical aid 
than the French. Considerable 
pressure is being brought to bear on 
the Israclis by the French to accept 
their offer 

The Israchs have expressed their 
regret at the French attitude. They 
claim that Isracl has already adepted 
the principle of preferring French 
goods to others of the same quality 
and price. But they resent France's 
attempt to compel Israel to give 
preference to French offers which are 
inferior to those of competitors. “* We 


shall never yield to such pressure and 
we will not pay the price of French 
friendship by hurting our own 
economy, the Israeli sources state. 

It is hoped that this matter will not 
affect Franco-Israeli economic rela- 
tions in general. In the past few 
months Israel has bought French 
goods to the value of over 20 million 
dollars. Israel hopes that when her 
current 30 million dollar credit in 
France is exhausted, another similar 
loan will be granted by the French 
Government. 

Another point of friction between 
the two countries has arisen with 
regard to the Franco-Israeli cultural 
agreement initiated by  Isracl’s 
Ambassador to France two years ago. 
This has not yet been signed, though 
Isracl has made all possible conces- 
sions and was ready to give the 
French language an equal status with 
English in Israel. It now appears that 
the delay is attributable to official 
Arab intervention. On the instigation 
of the Arab League Lebanon has 
intervened at the French Foreign 
Ministry with a request that the agree- 
ment should not be signed. 

The signing of the agreement would 
be a tremendous encouragement for 
Jewish culture in France. It would 
mean that the Jewish Agency's educa- 
tion courses would receive official 
support. The opening of a “ Higher 
Institute for Jewish Studies” is also 
envisaged. 

It is expected that Mrs. Golda Meir. 
the Israch Foreign Minister. will dis- 
cuss these subjects with French leaders 
when she arrives in Paris next week. 


According to a Reuter report, the 
Israchi Ministries of Finance and 
Transport have given final approval 
for accepting the Dutch offer. 


NEW U.S.A. JUDGE

NEW YorK 

President Eisenhower has nomin- 
ated a noted Jewish lawyer, Mr. 
Henry Jacob Friendly, as a judge on 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. which ranks next in impor- 
tance to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Mr. Friendly. who is 55, is a highly 
regarded member of the New York 
Bar. He graduated with the highest 
honours from Harvard University, 
and was picked by Supreme Court 
Justice Felix Erankfurter (then a 
professor at Harvard) to become law 
clerk to Justice Brandeis 

Subsequently Justice Brandeis is 
reported to have told Frankfurter, 
“Don't ever send me another man 
like Friendly” When asked why, 
Brandeis replied, “ If you do PH have 
nothing left to do.” 

Mr. Friendly has taken an active 
interest in Jewish aflairs. He has 
been a member of the American 
Jewish Commitiece and was a Vite- 
President of the Federation of Jewish 
Philanthropies for three years. His

The American Jewish Congress has 
protested to the New York Supreme 
Court about the Aramco Oil Com- 
panys refusal to hire Jewish 
employees. 

Mr. Shad Polier, the Chairman of 
the Congress's Commission on Law 
and Social Action. has filed an appeal 
to seek a reversal of the ruling made 
by the State Commission against 
discrimination, which said. that 
Aramco is exempt under “ bonafide 
occupational qualification of state 
law” because Saudi Arabia does not 
admit Jews. 

The State Commission also quoted 
a letter from Mr. Rountree, the 
Assistant Secretary of State, in which 
he said that an anti-Aramco ruling 
might prejudice the company’s 
operations and would “probably 
affect adversely other United States 
interests” in Saudi Arabia. 

The appeal is due to be heard 
before Judge Edgar Nathan, a well- 
known Jewish jurist, on March 24.
